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HATEVER view we have on the question 
W whether commercial or professional activities 

predominate in pharmacy as practised today, we 
must admit that in the terminology of commercial law 
pharmaceutical chemists engage in the sale of goods, 
even when compounding and dispensing medicines. 

A contract for the sale of goods arises, according to 
judicial determination, when the contract contemplates 
the ultimate delivery of the chattel—i.e., movable pro- 
perty or goods as opposed to immovable or fixed pro 
perty. It is not a contract of service, which in commer- 
cial law are interpreted differently from contracts for 
the sale of goods. 

The element of professional skill is a component of 
a prescription. Analysis of the price of the prescrip- 
tion would show that it includes a charge for profes- 
sional service as well as for the ingredients contained 
in the medicine, but this does not alter the fact that 
the transaction falls legally within the category of sale 
of goods 

Pharmaceutical chemists engage daily in buying and 
selling goods. They are therefore merchants and are 
subject to the operation of economic and commercial 
laws. The products of the pharmacy for the most part 
are vital necessities. Hence the question of regulation 
and control often arises Medicines are required in 
time of sickness, and when the purchaser is least able 
to afford considerable outlay. Perhaps that is one of 
the reasons why the prices charged al medicines are 
so frequently criticised. 

Condemnation of chemists for allegedly overcharging 
for medicines is not peculiar to Australia. It occurs 
in all other countries where similar conditions exist 
Generally such criticism is unfounded and unjustified 

The price of medicines everywhere is high. So are 
prices for other commodities. The professional fees of 

harmaceutical chemists have increased substantially, 
nut not as steeply as those of many other professional, 
industrial or artisan groups 

In these questions it must be remembered that until 
twenty-five years ago the pharmaceutical chemist was 
grossly underpaid for his services, and that before the 
advent of the Federated Pharmaceutical Guild he had 
no strong voice to put forth his just claim That 
position, however, has changed, but the demands of 
pharmacy for a fair return for services given are mod- 
erate and reasonable. 

Our national economy is in such a mess that no par- 
ticular section of it is immune to attack by those seek- 
ing scapegoats Pharmacy has had more than a fair 
share of public criticism, but careful examination would 
indicate that most of the charges made are groundles: 


Today the profession is faced with the possible appli 
cation of economic pressures, which may bear heavily 
on chemist Minimum wages have operated for a 
long time, and the necessity for them is not challenged 
A situation can, however, arise where the rates de

1e Cost of Medicine 


There is a threat of price control—i.e., imposition of 
maximum selling prices. On the horizon also are signs 
of the possibility of removal of the safeguard of price 
maintenance—agreed minimum selling prices-——-as we 
have known it. Pharmaceutical chemists are asking are 
these measures necessary and how they will affect 
them? 

Where free competition exists, economic laws exert 
a stabilising influence on prices. Even in the face of 
arbitrary controls the law of supply and demand is 
effective. Prices of commodities are determined very 
largely by the gregate quantity available and the 
effective Sonend or them, i.e., the requirements of the 
community backed by purchasing power. The ratio of 
money in circulation to the aggregate available supplies 
of goods and services, in other words, influences the 
prices of those goods and services. 


A relative increase in purchasing power brings about 
higher prices; a surplus of available goods and services 
will depress the price level. The community, of course 
cannot always be abandoned to a system of unfettered 
laissez faire. In time of crisis or when monopolies rear 
themselves, checks must be applied for the public pro- 
tection, because sometimes monopolistic minority com- 
petition can be ruthless and dangerous. 

That situation does not exist in pharmacy, nor does 
it appear likely that it could do so within the fore 
seeable future. There does not appear to be any valid 
reason therefore for applying the economic sanctions 
to which we have referred. It cannot be shown that 
the remuneration of the chemist or the price that he 
charge for the medicine are excessive Prices for 
medicines have, in fact, passed the scrutiny of the most 
critical examine! namely Commonwealth Treasury 
official 

There is no danger that pharmacy could or would 

exert monopolistic influence Completely satisfactory

In the present unsettled state of thinking and general 
ignorance of true facts it is important that pharma 
ceutical chemist hould know with moderate accu

It has frequently been stated that the dispensing de 
partment in most pharmacies is conducted at a loss 
This statement probably is made without accurate scien 
tific data as to true ¢ ts to support it The contention 
may be true or it may be untrue. General assumptions 
are not admissable as evidence 


We are, however, inclined to the view that careful 
investigation and analysis would disclose that the pro 
portion of overhead expenses correctly chargeable 
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against the dispensing department would be hig 
much higher than the average pharmacist may thir 


Factors to be considered are:- 


1. There is a considerable disparity between 
paid to qualified staff engaged in dispensing 
unqualified sales staff; 

2. A substantial part of the proprietor’s time m 
devoted to the dispensary. Such 1s his personal 1 
sibility that he simply cannot afford to remov 
from this liability. 

3. The risk and responsibility are incor 
greater with the products of the dispensary 1} 
in other departments of the pharmacy. Checki

4. Statutory requirements in regard to record 
scription recording, Dangerous Drug storage ar 
cords, etc., are burdensome, time-devouring and 
They bear most heavily on the prescription d:

6. Deterioration of stock, discontinued lines 
plicity of brand names for a single drug, vagari 
prescribing habits. etc., create losses not commonly 
met in trade. 

A comprehensive nation-wide prescription survey in 
this country could supply interesting results and might 
settle the question as to whether or not the dispensing 


eepentanent in the average pharmacy is conducted at 
Oss. 

Here are the conclusions of the organisers of such a 
urvey taken in the U.S.A. recently by S. B. Jeffries, 
Chairman of the Department of Pharmacy Administra- 
tion, Brooklyn College of Pharmacy, N.Y., and I. Green- 
berg, Assistant Professor of Pharmacy Administration 
in the same institution:— 

1. The prescription department is more than the heart 
of the drug store, it is the backbone of retail phar- 
macy 

2. American pharmacists dispense more than half 
their prescriptions at prices below “break even,” and go 
lightly over overboard pricewise (on the high side) on 
the high ingredient cost prescriptions, in the mistaken 
belief that they are actually making a profit 

3. Pharmacists and their spokesmen not only fail to 
put high-cost medication propaganda in its proper per 
pective, but have gone so far as to pinpoint the issue 

adding to the hysteria—by unwisely attempting to 
justify publicly prescription prices of a small group of 
high-priced “catastrophic” type prescriptions which, in 
the aggregate, constitute not more than 4-6% of all 
prescriptions dispensed. 

4. If pharmacists are not pricing their prescriptions 
realistically, making proper provision for labour and 
overhead, plus a reasonable professional fee—provided 
within the application of fixed gross margin mark-up 
thereof, there could be no substitution for a prescrip 
tion costing and pricing system.

Chemists Should Control Medicine Sales 


A Telling Statement 

The New Jersey Journal of Pharmacy for June, 1956, 
publishes a statement made before the Senate Com 
mittee on Inslitutions, Public Health and Welfare by 
Dr. Morton J. Rodman, Assistant Professor of Pharma 
cology at Rutgers University. This contains most im 
pressive and convincing arguments in favour of the 
limitation of sales of medicines to pharmaceutical 
chemists 

In his opening remarks Dr. Rodman intimated that 
he would put before the Senate Committee some simpl 
but shocking facts concerning the part played by non 
poisonous drugs in causing needless deaths and di: 
ability. He was pleading for withdrawal of a Bill which 
would permit the unsupervised sale of these potentially 
poisonous drugs and medicines 
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He pointed out that nearly 1500 deaths are reported 
to occur annually in children from 1 to 14 years of age 
in the United States of America from accidental inges- 
tion of poisons. He claimed that this figure did not 
nearly begin to tell the story. Many deaths attributed 
to poliomyelitis, encephalitis, etc. were undoubtedly 
wrongly declared, and were due to poisoning which had 
gone unrecognised. Whatever the actual number of 
poisoning deaths, it was certain it was only a tiny frac- 
tion of the thousands of non-fatal cases treated each 
year. Telling figures were given. 

Although most medicines are not “poisons” by legal! 
definitions, they were capable of causing death or 
serious illness when taken in overdoses by children. 

Dosage determined whether a substance was capable 
of causing poisoning. One definition of a poison was 
“a substance which acts on the body chemically and 
physiologically. consistently causing in toxic doses a 
disturbance of function which may result in illness or 
death.” According to reports published by the Com 
mittee of Toxicology of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, aspirin and related salicylates caused 113 known 
deaths in the U.S.A. in 1952. Eighty-six of these were 
children under five years of age. 

Aspirin deaths were five times greater than in the

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pre-war period. This starthng increase was dispropor- 
tionate to the mere availability of the drug, and gener- 
ally was attributed to the introduction of flavoured or 
“baby aspirin,” as well as to the widespread public 
belief that aspirin is harmless. 

Medical literature reports dozens of cases in which 
boric acid has caused severe symptoms and even death. 
The antihistamine drugs constitute another group of 
compounds capable of causing death in accidental over- 
dosage. Drugs of this type were often touted on tele- 
vision as containing no barbiturates or bromides, the 
implication being that this automatically made them 
safe in all circumstances. Actually, while the anti- 
histamines had not gained the public notoriety of the 
barbiturates and other older hypnotics, they were quite 
capable of causing untoward reactions, ranging from 
drowsiness dangerous to car drivers to the production 
of fatal convulsions in children. 

The paper, published in the “Journal of the Ameri 
can Medical Association,’ comments pointedly upon 
“the remarkable susceptibility of children to the con 
vulsant action of these drugs,” which are put up in the 
pharmacy in the form of candy, lozenges and chewing 
gum for direct sale to the public 

Scopolamine combined with antihistamines, aspirin 
and other such substances could be purchased without 
prescription “because it is safe when used as directed,” 
but, said Dr. Rodman, how many people, lulled into a 
sense of false security by the ballyhoo of radio and 
television, are going to use proper cautions in hand- 
ling, storing and taking these products unless they are 
warned by professionally trained persons that drugs 
can cause severe side effects and ingestion of the con 
tents of a package could be fatal 

How could the public know, for example, that iron, 
a seemingly harmless hematinic, used for treatment of 
anaemia, had caused the deaths of a number of chil- 
Iron compounds were safe enough if used by 


dren. 
Yet youngsters attracted by the 


expectant mothers. 
vividly coloured tablets and the candy coating, had 
died after ingesting the contents of a container left 
about carelessly. 

Vitamins were essential for 
physiological functions: it was therefore 
learn that overdoses of Vitamin A concentrates had 
caused serious symptoms in children getting it in over 
doses. Youngsters fed excessive amounts of Vitamin A 
by mothers, who believed that if 10 drops were good 
100 drops could be 10 times as good, developed dis 
orders of the bone, sensitive swelling under the skin 
enlarged livers and other peculiar signs and symptoms. 

The Memorandum outlined the progressive pro 
gramme of the State in health matters and, in par 
ticular, its measures to protect the public. Its author 
concludes: “This place of leadership would be lost if 
an Act to allow the unsupervised sale of drugs by 
general merchandisers were to be enacted. Such a 
backward step in concern for the public safety would 
nullify the effect of much that has been accomplished.”

Control of Poisons 


Some very good advice is given in a recent issue of 
the “Canadian Pharmaceutical Journal” on the ques- 
tion of principles which should guide chemists in rela- 
tion to the sale of poisons 

Most chemists, it was stated, decried restrictive legis- 
lation, and regarded as unnecessary many of the pro- 
hibitions which were placed on the sale and supply of 
drugs and poisons. For example, it stated that at first 
Sight there seemed no reason to place a statutory re- 
striction on the glutethimides, but subsequent experi- 
ence showed that, like many drugs that can do tremen- 
dous good in proper hands, these preparations find their 
way to those who would put them to improper use. 
Human nature did permit a laxity which caused errors 
to be made. Errors were sometimes due to lack of 
knowledge, sometimes to carelessness, sometimes to in 
efficiency. The following guiding principles were enu 
merated 

1. Learn all there is to know about the new drug. 

2. Determine the need of restriction on sale of the 
drug or poison. 

3. Lf it is not regulated by law, determine from your 
own knowledge your moral obligation towards 
restricting its sale. 

4. Forget what the “other fellow” may do if you re- 
fuse to sell a preparation which you know to be 
potentially dangerous. 

Give a righteous voice to your standards, and you 
will find you have an army of listeners

From time to time warnings are issued in regard 
the dangers attending the combined effects of al 
and barbiturates and fatalities are reported.

A Cressy woman accidentally took an overdos¢ 
Tuinal, a barbiturate, while in a state of amnesia 
Coroner (Mr. H. A. Gain) found at the inquest held : 
Longford on August 10. 

The Coroner said the effect of the barbiturate poison 
ing on the woman was accentuated by alcohol. The 
two were most dangerous when taken together. The 
deceased was suffering from several ailments which 
the Coroner said, could have contributed to her death 

The medical practitioner who attended Mrs. Love 
could not have foreseen that she would take mor 
the tablets than had been prescribed. He was not re 
miss in any way. 


Control of Tranquilising Drugs 


Telegraphic reports from the United Kingdom ind: 
cate that there is a move by the Pharmaceutical So 
ciety of Great Britain to have the so-called tranquil 
lising drugs brought under control of the Poisons 
Schedules. The reports indicate that pharmaceutical 
chemists have been asked not to sell these drugs with 
out a prescription, and that it will make formal repre 
sentations to the Government to proscribe counter sale 

One newspaper report concludes with the statement 
that most chemists were likely to oppose the view on 
the assumption that household remedies such as aspirin 
could possibly be brought within the scope of the pro 
hibition. It is further stated that chemists who con 
tinue to sell a drug without a prescription could be 
dealt with by the disciplinary committee of the Phar 
maceutical Society. 

In this country there has been wide publicity in re- 
gard to the possible dangers of these drugs, and authori- 
ties in most States have taken, or are taking, action to 
have them scheduled. 


Price Cutting Action 


Action Against Chemist 

Associated Beauty Aids Pty. Ltd., Cathedral Place, 
Sydney, Australian sales distributors of Helena Ruben- 
stein beauty aids, is proceeding against Mr. G. H. 
Grimes, pharmaceutical chemist, Chapel street, Prah- 
ran, who practises under the name of “The Prahran 
Chemist,” for alleged breaches of contract In a 
Supreme Court writ issued on August 14 the company 
ought an injunction restraining Grimes from selling 
Helena Rubenstein products at less than the retail prices 
fixed by them 

The writ alleges that on October 25, 1954, Grimes 
agreed in writing that he would not sell Helena Ruben- 
stein products at less than the fixed retail price, but 
that he had done so for the past two months 

It was further alleged that he had breached the agree 
ment by making offers over a radio station to sell 
Helena Rubenstein products at less than the fixed re- 
tail price, and had displayed in his pharmacy window 
a card bearing the words—‘‘Helena Rubenstein Prices 
Slashed Look!” 

The outcome of this action will be watched with con 
iderable interest 


Substitutes for Free Medicine 


The New Zealand Health Department, which is con- 
cerned with the rising cost of Pharmaceutical Benefits 
from time to time publishes advertisements in the daily 
press pointing to the advantages of healthy living over 
needless medicine taking.

Full Time Diploma Course Advocated 
for Pharmacy in New Zealand 


Pharmaceutical chemists should support a full-time 
three-year diploma course, with a further year leading 
to a degree, the Professor of Pathology at the Otago 
Medical School, Dr. E. F. D’Ath, told chemists as- 
sembled at the recent Pharmaceutical Conference held 
in Dunedin 

Dr. D’Ath said it was not possible for the University 
to accept a course of less than three years. Another 
statement of particular interest made by Dr. D’Ath was 
that an unchanging factor throughout the years was the 
statutory duty of pharmaceutical chemists to act as 
“watch dogs” over the medical profession in the pres- 
scribing and dispensing of medicine. With the rapid 
changes constantly being made it was more than ever 
necessary to fulfil that function. 
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BORIC ACID AND BORAX 
A Note by Professor Andrew Wilson, M.D., Ph.D., F.P.S. 


Progress in therapeutics must be measured by the 
extent to which a critical attitude is adopted in deter- 
mining the value not only of new methods of treat- 
ment, but also of those which have been used for many 
years. There are doubtless many people who will be 
surprised to find that a spotlight of enquiry has been 
focused on the safety of the traditional remedies boric 
acid and borax, for these drugs have been in common 
use for many generations. As mild antiseptics, pre- 
parations containing boric acid or borax are commonly 
applied locally to the skin and mucous membranes and 
in contrast to the more potent chemotherapeutic agents 
seldom produce allergic reactions or any undesirable 
side effects. Indeed, the extent to which they are used 
particularly as dusting powders, has been generally 
regarded as a guarantee of their innocuousness. Never- 
theless, an increasing number of cases of boric acid and 
borax poisoning in babies, many of which have been 
fatal, has led to a widescale re-examination of these 
preparations. 

Although boric acid is not absorbed when applied to 
the intact skin of the adult, it is readily absorbed from 
broken skin surfaces and mucous membranes, and the 
extent to which any deleterious effects are produced 
depends on the amount absorbed and the individual 
sensitivity of the tissues. Young infants are particularly 
sensitive to the toxic effects of boric acid, and in a 
review of 109 cases of boric acid poisoning it was found 
that more than half of the patients died, and in the 
case of infants aged less than one year the mortality 
rate was 70 per cent. In most cases the boric acid was 
applied to raw surfaces or large excoriated areas of 
skin, either as an ointment, dusting powder or by im- 
pregnating babies’ napkins with powdered boric acid; 
a recent fatal case was attributed to local application 
of glycerin and borax for the treatment of thrush. 


The signs and symptoms of boron poisoning present 
a picture resembling infantile gastro-enteritis, in which 
vomiting and diarrhoea are predominant; there is usu- 
ally an erythematous rash on the face and extremities, 
and when the central nervous system is involved there 
are signs of meningeal irritation or convulsions. In 
many cases the presence of boric acid has been detected 
in the blood, urine and cerebrospinal fluid. 


It is evident from the individual case reports that 
the two most important factors involved in the absorp- 
tion of boric acid are the concentration of the drug in 
the preparation and the area of the broken skin to 
which it is applied. While many preparations of talcum 


powder contain 5-10 per cent. of boric acid, there are a 
number of dusting powders in which the concentration 
of boric acid ranges from 20-25 per cent. It is clearly 
of the utmost importance to know which, if any, of 
these preparations are safe to use as dusting powders 
for babie 

An extensive investigation of the problem has been 
undertaken by the United States Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, whereby the effects of local 
applications containing 5 per cent. of boric ac id have 
been studied in experimental animals and in infants 
In the clinical studies a series of observations was made 
during the application for several weeks of a talcum 
powder containing 5 per cent. boric acid; the object of 
the investigation was to determine whether the boric 
acid was absorbed through intact or broken skin when 
applied to the conventional napkin area of the infant 
three to six time daily The result howed that in the 
presence of moisture the calcium oxide in the talcum 
reacts with boric acid to form ca'cium borate, and the 
amount absorbed, when determined in the blood and 
urine, was so minute that it did not exceed that which 
is normally present and due to borates occurring natur- 
ally in infants’ foods. It has been concluded, therefore, 
that talcum powders containing 5 per cent. of boric 
acid can be applied to normal or denuded skin of babies 
without incurring any risk of absorbing toxic amounts 
of boric acid. 

Until further investigations have been made of the 
effects of using higher concentrations of boric acid, it is 
wise to restrict the local application of such prepara- 
tions to adults. It would obviously serve a useful pur- 
pose to warn those who purchase pure boric acid or 
preparations in which it is present in concentrations of 
more than 5 per cent., to exercise caution when they 
intend to use them either for the prevention or treat- 
ment of infantile skin rashes. 


NOTE.—The Council of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain, following correspondence with the 
Ministry of Health, referred this matter of boric acid 
poisoning to the Codex Revision Committee, The Com- 
mittee made the following recommendations 


1. Pharmacists should be warned not to sell boric acid 
as such for use as a dusting-powder 


2. Dusting-powder containing more than 5 per cent. 
of boric acid should be labelled: “Not to be applied to 
raw or weeping surfaces.” 

3. Glycerin of borax and honey of borax should be 
labelled “To be used sparingly.”

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MORPHINE AND AMIPHENAZOLE IN 
INTRACTABLE PAIN 

J. McKeogh and F. H. Shaw (Brit. med. J., 1956, 1, 142) 

Amiphenazole is one of a series of compounds which 
have been shown to arouse dogs deeply narcotised with 
morphine and hyoscine. In human beings it counter- 
acts the morphine-induced respiratory depression, vo 
miting, narcosis, and depression of the cough reflex 
without affecting the analgesia. The treatment of 12’ 
cases of intractable pain in terminal carcinoma by the 
use of morphine and amiphenazole is described. The 
patients will usually be receiving % or 4 gr. of mor 
phine before treatment is started. The morphine i 
increased by increments of 4 gr. with 20 to 30 mg. of 
amiphenazole; the solutions may be mixed in one 
syringe, and the injections given intramuscularly or 
hypodermically. The injections are repeated when pain 
returns, The morphine increments are continued until 
the analgesia is complete for 6 to 8 hours (it is not 
necessary to increase the dose of amiphenazole). The 
patient is then considered stabilised; severe pain may 
require up to 3 gr. of morphine at a single injection 
When the patient is stabilised (in about 2 days) the 
intramuscular injection of amiphenazole is replaced by 
oral administration. As amiphenazole counteracts th: 
sedative effect cf morphine and itself has a slight sti 
mulant effect, it is possible in most patients to control 
the degree of alertness by varying the dose of amiphena 
zole given during the day; the range of oral dosage is 
20 to 60 mg. There is only one indication for caution 
or cessation of treatment, and that is respiratory de 
pression Acute respiratory depression due to mor 
phine can be countered by intramuscular (or intrave 
nous) injection of 20 mg. of amiphenazole at intervals of 
10 minutes for a period of 2 hours. Amiphenazole itself 
is completely harmles In over 150 cases there ha 
been no evidence of tolerance or addiction to morphine 
in spite of the increased dosage. Before treatment all 
the subjects were suffering moderate to severe pain and 
exhibited various degrees of depression. After about 
2 weeks’ treatment a remarkable change was noticeable 
in the outlook of about 75 per cent.; they took a re- 
newed interest in the life of the ward, in occupational 
therapy, or in hobbies. Several patients on 60 mg. of 
amiphenazole had to have their dosage reduced to 20 
mg. because they had too much insight into their con 
dition. —"“J. Pharm. Pharmacol.,” 1956, 5, 357 


A NEW STIMULANT—MERATRAN 


Workers in the department of psychological medicine 
of the St. Thomas’s Hospital, London, and the assistant 
psychiatrist of the Fulbourn and Addenbrooke’s Hospi 
tals have examined the action of a new antidepressant 
compound, Meratran, a-(2-piperidyl) benzhydro! hydro- 
chloride, also known as pipradol hydrochloride. Their 
reports appear in the British Medical Journal for April 
28. Earlier work in America had indicated that the 
compound was useful in a high proportion of cases of 
mild depression, in chronic schizophrenia, and in co 
bating the letnargy associated with convalescence 
the administration of reserpine and other drug: 
ever, it has its dangers for it appears to be 
indicated in all cases showing anxiety and agitation 

At. St. Thomas’s Hospital, Meratran was given to over 
200 psychiatric patients, most of whom were fferin 
from depression, and to more than 20 normal individual 
The second group reported “an insidious clevation of 
mood, with heightened confidence, greater abilit 
concentrate, and an increased work output,” without 
obvious after-effects When given for its ther 
effects in “reactive depression,” anxiety was ofter 
creased, a fact which tends to limit its usefuln 
create one of its possible dangers; sleep disturbance 
however, only occasionally reported, Trials last 
a few days to three months had no apparently har 
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physical effects. Tolerance was not induced, but even 
longer term studies are needed. 

In cases of severe depression only a small proportion 
gained any lasting benefit and some of the patients be 
came worse, probably due to the effects of the Meratran. 
The most serious side-effect of the drug is to exacerbate 
pre-existing anxiety, and, sometimes, to produce a 

flare-up” of the mental state, although this condition 

can be controlled by giving Meratran (2.5 mgm.) with 
chlorpromazine hydrochloride (50 mgm.) or amylobar- 
bitone sodium (100 mgm.). In the U.S.A. reserpine is 
also used. But the warning is given that the wide- 
spread and uncontrolled distribution of the compound 
can result in distressing medical and social sequelae 
Of 20 male chronic schizophrenics treated, 10 with 
Meratran and 10 with placebos, no significant difference 
was found 

In the patients treated, the usual dose was 2-5 mgm 
three times a day, but as little as 1 mgm. was given in 
one case, 2 or 3 mgm. in others, and one patient had as 
much as 35 mgm. daily—with an increase of tension 
symptoms. (Meratran tablets contain 1.0 mgm. in each.)

GENERAL PHARMACOLOGY OF BENACTYZINE 


V. Larsen (Acta pharm. tox., 1955, IL, 405). 

Benactyzine (benzilic acid diethylaminoethylester 
hydrochloride) was first synthesised during a systematic 
search for compounds with atropine-like activity. It has 
a low, both acute and chronic, toxicity when given to 
mice, rats, guinea-pigs, rabbits and cats. It reduces 
the barium-induced spasm and it has an antiacetyl- 
choline effect when tested on the isolated intestine of 
the guinea-pig and on the heart and blood pressure 
of the rabbit. An anticholinergic effect on salivary 
secretion and on the movements of the stomach in situ 
after vagal stimulation can be demonstrated. It has 
strong local anaesthetic properties. It does not lower 
the body temperature in rabbits and it has neither 
adrenergic blocking nor ganglion blocking actions. In 
man benactyzine has a peculiar and rather specific effect 
on a series of higher functions of the brain, leading to 
some blocking of the thoughts, a certain insusceptibility 
to unpleasant mental impressions and decreased power 
of decision. It has no hypnotic effect per se, although 
it produces some drowsiness and dizziness and a feeling 
of considerable relaxation in the limb muscles. — J 
Pharm. Pharmacol. 1956.6.455. 


PREDISONE AND PREDNISOLONE 


Clinical evaluation of prednisone and prednisolone in 
the treatment of rheumatoid arthritis was undertaken 
by E. W. Boland (J. Amer. Med. Ass., 1956, 160, 613), 
who compared the effect of the new steroids with that 
of hydrocortisone in 14] patients over a period of six 
to nine months. The anti-rheumatic potency of pred- 
nisone averaged about four times that of hydrocortisone. 
Comparison of the dosage requirements of prednisone 
and prednisolone indicated that the differences (if any) 
in milligram potency were too small] to measure clinic- 
ally; the effects of the two ana'ogues were comparable, 
and for practical purposes they were interchangeable 
When hydrocortisone was replaced by prednisone or 
prednisolone, fluid retention and elevation of blood 
pressure were distinctly reduced, but the incidence of 
digestive complaints, ecchymoses, and vasomotor symp- 
toms rose strikingly. It is suggested that, at present, 
prednisone and prednisolone are preferable where salt 
and water retention is a problem, and that hydrocorti- 
sone is indicated if there is a history of peptic ulcer 
or of gastric irritation from the new steroids. In this 
series, the average dose of prednisone required for con- 
trol of symptoms was 10.36 mgm., and of hydrocorti- 
sone 41.7 mgm.—‘“Pharm. J.,” April 7, 1956. 
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ASPIRIN AND PEPTIC ULCER 


That aspirin can harm the stomach-——-no new dis- 
covery—is strongly reaffirmed in a contribution by Drs. 
A. Muir and L A. Cossar to the British Medical Journal 
(see p. 47). They show for patients with peptic ulcera- 
tions, are high, and they urge that such patients should, 
in consequence, never be given the drug in the in- 
soluble form. Calcium aspirin, on the other hand, “can 
be used with impunity.” 

It might have been expected that those patients in 
the tests who received “a particularly hard” brand of 
aspirin would show a more unfavourable response. 
That, in fact, was not the case. It may be that the 
effects on the mucosa were mitigated by the good pro 
tective selection of people who showed a good protec- 
tive mucus reaction, a reaction that has misled other 
investigators into believing that aspirin causes no gas- 
tric irritation. In the present experiments the evidence 
was clear: in most all cases the residual aspirin in the 
stomachs of those who were given hard aspirin tablets 
was coated in a thick capsule of dense mucus. The 
authors reasonably assume that defective mucous re- 
action was an important factor in causing the severe 
lesion observed in the three cases of the first series 
who received an ordinary commercial brand of aspirin. 

It is noteworthy that a few patients who suffered a 
breakdown of a peptic ulcer from taking aspirin claimed 
to have been misled by the wording of the advertisements 
of a popular brand; others blamed the taking of head- 
ache powders which they did not know contained as- 
pirin. The paper serves as a timely warning that even 
aspirin is not to be regarded as merchandise in the 
confectionery or grocery class.—“The Chemist and Drug- 
gist,” July 9, 1955. 


ETHICS AND PHARMACEUTICAL PRACTICE 
By D. F. Lewis, F.P.S 


(Abstract of an address given to British Pharmaceu- 
tical Students’ Association at its Glasgow Conference.) 


A dictionary definition of ethics is, “A code of respon- 
sible behaviour,” but that definition is not complete. 
“Ethics” is a code of responsib'!e behaviour voluntarily 
accepted by the persons for whom it was prepared. This 
definition gives us the contrast between laws and ethics; 
laws are rules of action to which men are obliged to 
conform, rules of conduct which are enforced by sanc- 
tions; ethics, on the other hand, are rules of conduct 
which are voluntarily accepted. We associate the words 
“ethics” or “ethical codes of conduct” with the word 
profession. In the 17th century the term “profession” 
was applied to only three callings—divinity, law and 
physic. At that time even surgeons and apothecaries 
were excluded from the definition as their vocations 
were not regarded as being “fit for gentlemen.” It was 
assumed that a professional man had a specialised know- 
ledge of his subject, and a “sense of dedication” both to 
his ca!ling and to the public which he served, quite 
separate and distinct from any motive of financial gain. 
This definition of the word “profession” has persisted 
to the present day with the differeiuce that it is now 
given to a very much wider range of callings, many of 
which were not even known in the 17th century. It 
has been said that professional] people are the executives 
of applied science, and as knowledge of applied science 
prows, so the number of professions increases. 


The Usual Pattern 

How does a vocation become a profession as we un- 
derstand it today? The pattern is usually this: Technical 
knowledge in a particular branch of learning develops 
to a point where it is necessary for the general public 
to be able to differentiate between the skilled and un- 
skilled practitioner. At this stage, either the practi- 
tioners of that particular branch of knowledge estab- 
lish a register of competent practitioners, or the State 
teps in and does it for them. But this formation of a 


register is not all. A technique may exist and men may 
practise it with a high degree of specialised knowledge, 
and yet that particular vocation may not be a profession 
in the sense we mean it. Just as a number of families 
in a primitive community do not form a State, so a 
number of men, although they perform a similar func- 
tion, no matter how technical, do not make a profession 
if they remain in isolation. A profession can exist only 
when there are bonds between the practitioners, and 
those bonds can take only one form; that is, a forma! 
association of practitioners 
The Hippocratic Oath 

So we have a vocation which has become increasingly 
specialised as technical knowledge has developed, with 
a register of competent practitioners and a formal asso- 
ciation of those practiuoners. Sooner or later those 
practitioners feel the need to adopt a standard code of 
responsible behaviour. Just as the public may be unable 
to differentiate between the competent and incompetent 
practitioner, so may they fail to distinguish between the 
honourabie and dishonourable practitioner. For this 
reason the competent and honourable practitioners are 
moved mutually to guarantee not only their competence 
by the establishment of a register, but also their bonour 
by the acceptance of an ethical code which sets the 
standard for their conduct between themselves and in 
their relationship to the public generally. One of the 
oldest of these codes is the Hippocratic oath of medi- 
cine. This idea of a standard code of responsible be- 
haviour among practitioners is inseparably bound up 
in our minds with the term “professign.” 

Now let us come to pharmacy and to ethics in phar 
maceutical practice. The Pharmacy Act of 1852 estab 
lished a Register of Pharmacists, ie, a Register of 
competent practitioners, which is kept by the Pharma- 
ceutical Society. Roughly, three out of every four phar- 
macists in this country are engaged in “carrying on 
business under the Pharmacy Acts,” and it may be for 
this reason that a pharmacist has been defined as a pro 
fessional man by education and training and a trades- 
man by force of circumstance 

The first move for the establishment of a code of pro 
fessional conduct in pharmacy came from the member- 
ship in 1937. The present Statement upon Matters of 
Professiona] Conduct was accepted by the membership 
at a general meeting in 1953 

All professions have accepted the principle that the 
persistent refusal of an individual practitioner to accept, 
conform to, and abide by, the majority is sufficient 
cause for exclusion of that individual from their associa- 
tion and for the removal of his name from their register. 
3ut this is in fact a disciplinary process and not a legal 
proce It represents collective disapproval of the 
action of an individua! against the standing and pres- 
tige of the practitioners as a whole. In pharmacy, this 
disciplinary process is represented by the Statutory 
Committee, in that a complaint can be made to that 
Committee where an individual pharmacist or body 
corporate persistently and deliberately adopts a course 
of action contrary to the generally accepted Statement 
Upon Matters of Prof onal Conduet jut a com 
plaint made by the Council to the Statutory Committee 
does not by any means automatically result in the re 
moval of that person's name from the Register. The 
Statutory Committee is not bound by the Statement 
Upon Matters of Professional Conduct which is “issued 
by the Counci) for the guidance of pharmacists and 
bodies corporate engaged in carrying on business under 
the Pharmacy Acts.” 

The Code: A Necessary Provision 

Now let us take a general look at the Statement 
Some practitioners have complained that it does nothing 
more than state the obvious. If it does, then this is 
ground for satisfaction and not complaint. As pharma- 
cists we can hope of nothing more than that the provi- 
sions of the Statement should be obvious. Further, the 
occasional practitioner complains that the inclusion of 
one clause or other in the Statement is a reflection 
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on his personal character in that it relates to somethu 
which he would not countenance or think of doin t 
that same individual sees no reflection on his character 
in the fact that the criminal code provides a pena!lt 
say, indecent assault. The existence of any particular 
law in a legal code or any clause in an ethical

Advertising of Dispensing Services 

Among the clauses which cause difficulty is the 
eventh paragraph, which deals with the advertising of 
dispensing services. Here is reference to an action which 
in many vocations is regarded as common and good 
acceptable commercial practice. Pharmacists, in common 
with the members of other professions, have decided 
among themselves that the advertising of their di 
pensing service, i.e, their professional services, is un 
ethical and contrary to the interests of the profession 
as a whole. The whole purpose of an advertisement i 
to draw a distinction; to benefit the advertiser at the 
expense of others, perhaps engaged in the same trade or 
business. Although this may be acceptable in com 
merce, any advertisement making reference to profe 
sional services cannot be accepted in that its basi 
purpose is to claim that the professional abilities or 
services offered by one practitioner are in some way 
superior to those offered by his fellow-practitione: 
Pharm. J., June 9, 1956. 


SCIENCE AND PEOPLE 


In his presidential address to the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science at Atlanta on 
December 28, 1955, Dr. Warren Weaver, of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, examined the influence of science on 
people. The address was summarised as follows in 
Nature, April 14, 1956 

Science, he said, has impressively proved itself to be 
a powerful way of dealing with certain aspects of our 
experience. These are, in general, the logical and quan- 
titative aspects, and the method works superbly for 
linear and stable physical problems in two or three 
variables. The physical universe seems to be put to 
wether in such a way that this scientific approach ji 
exceedingly successful in producing a good, workable, 
initial description. With that kind of solid start, phy 
sical science can then safely proceed to elaborate mor« 
sophisticated theories. 

How far these methods will be successful in the 
world of living things is not yet known. The success¢ 
to date are very impressive. One feature after another 
that previously seemed to fall in a special “vital” cate 
gory has usually yielded to biochemical or biophysical 
attack. As yet only a beginning has been made. Hoy 
far the logical quantitative method will succeed here 
it would be rash to forecast, although the prospects seem 
extremely promising 

Small beginnings at extending the scientific method 
into the social sciences have been made. Insofar as these 
fields can be dealt with in terms of measurable quar 
tities, they seem to present closely intercoupled situa 
tions that can very seldom usefully be handled with twe« 
or three variables and often require very many—fo! 
example, W. Leontief input-output analysis of the 
United States economy deals with some fifty variable 
and regrets that it does not handle more. Science ha 
as yet, no really good way of coping with these multi 
variable but non-statistical problems, although it 
possible that ultra high-speed computers will inspir¢ 
new sorts of mathematical procedures that will be K 
cessful in cases where the effects are too numerous to 
handle easily, but not numerous enough or of suitable 
character to permit statistical treatment. If we try to 
avoid the many-variable aspect of the social 
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by using highly simplified models of few variables, then 
these models are often too artificial and over-simplified 
to be useful. The statistical approach, on the other hand, 
has recently exhibited—for example, in the stochastic 
models for learning—new potentialities in the field of 
human behaviour. 


It is not at all necessary that the particular analytical! 
techniques of the physical sciences be forced upon bio- 
logical or social problems with the arrogant assumption 
that they can and should make unnecessary other types 
of insight and experience. During the Second World 
War, an extremely useful collaboration was developed, 
known often as operations analysis, in which reasoning 
of a mathematical type was applied to certain aspects of 
very complicated situations, but with no expectation 
that judgment, experience, intuition, or a vague sort of 
general wisdom would be displaced or superseded — 
rather only that these would be aided by whatever par- 
tial light could be furnished by quantitative analysis 

An important characteristic of science is its incapacity 
to be impractical. The most far-reaching discoveries 
and the most widespread useful applications flow regu- 
larly out of ideas that initially seem abstract and even 
esoteric, 

Science presents the kind of challenge that attracts to 
it young men and women who tend to have a rather 
high degree of a certain kind of intelligence. But scien- 
tists are not special creatures: they are people. The great 
majority of scientists have the same distribution of 
moral and intellectual characteristics as other educated 
people. 


If scientists are human, so also is science itself. For 
example, science does not deserve the reputation it has 
so widely gained of being based on absolute fact, of 
being wholly objective, of being infinitely precise, of 
being unchangeably permanent, of being philosophically 
inescapable and unchallengeable. There seem still to 
be persons who think that science deals with certainty; 
it deals with probabilities. 


The ablest scientists themselves realise the postula- 
tional and provisional character of science. Perhaps not 
so widely recognised or accepted is the extent to which 
the development of Western science has been influenced 
by the general nature of Graeco-Judaic culture, including 
especially the standards, arising within that tradition, 
of what is interesting and important. 

The previous comments concerning general charac 
teristics of science suggest that science is a very human 
enterprise, coloured by general ideas, changeable as any 
human activity must be, various in. its possible forms, 
and a common part of the lives of all men. 


Even the impressive methods that science has devel- 
oped involve only improvement of procedures of obser- 
vation and analysis that the human race has always 
used 

These comments do not support the concept of science 
as some sort of super creed. This point of view does 
not justify the notion that science Is so special as to 
be unique, as well as so curious as to be incomprehen- 
ible. This does not depict scientists as strange creatures 
who are in one sense so objec tive, judic ial and precise 
as to be incredible, and in another sense so apart from 
life as to be selfish and sinister. This does not set up 
quantitative analytical Western science as the only valid 
way in which man may approach and _ interpret 
experience 

These descriptive comments picture science as the ser- 
vant of man, not his master; and as a friendly companion 
of art and of moral philosophy. 


The lack of moral comprehension of science is dan- 
ferous both to science and to the public, these being 
interlocked aspects of the common danger that scien- 
tists will not be given the freedom, the understandin 
and the support that are necessary for vigorous an 
imaginative development.

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DEATH OF MME. IRENE JOLIOT-CURIE 


Madame Joliot-Curie, famous scientist in the field of 
radioactivity, died on March 17. Sir James Chadwick, 
discoverer of the neutron, contributed an obituary notice 
to Nature, May 26, 1956, from which the following pas- 
sages are taken: 

“She bore an honoured name, to which she added 
lustre by many contributions of great importance in 
radioactivity and in the development of nuclear physics. 

“fréne Curie was born September 12, 1897, the first 
child of Pierre and Marie Curie, nee Sklodowska, a few 
months before the publication of the papers announcing 
the discovery of polonium and of radium. Her early 
training was interrupted by the First World War, during 
part of which she served as a radiographer, and after- 
wards she became preparateur to her mother at the 
Laboratoire Curie of the Institut du Radium in Paris. 
Here she received a thorough grounding in al! aspects of 
radioactivity, both physical and chemical. Her first 
important paper was on the a-rays of polonium, pre- 
sented for her doctor’s thesis in 1925. In 1926 she mar- 
ried Frédéric Joliot, who had joined the Institut du 
Radium a year or two earlier as special assistant to 
Mme. Curie, and there began a collaboration of hus- 
band and wife in scientific work rivalling in productive 
genius even that of her parents. Equal in the partner- 
ship, each was a fitting complement to the other, and 
together they published some remarkable work. ‘The 
most outstanding of their joint papers were published in 
1932-34. In the first of these, on the radiation excited 
in beryllium by a-particles, they reported a very strange 
effect which provided the clues to the discovery of the 
neutron. Then, after studying the conditions of excita- 
tion of neutrons by the impact of a-particles on various 
elements, they turned to the materialisation of positive 
electrons through the action of y-rays of high energy. 
This was followed by a systematic study of the radila- 
tions emitted from the lighter chemical elements under 
the impact of a-particles, which through the light of 
intuition—and good technique—led them in early 1934 
to their beautiful discovery of artificial radioactivity 
For this discovery the Joliot-Curies were awarded the 
Nobel Prize for Chemistry in 1935. About two years 
later Mme Joliot-Curie was appointed by M. Blum as 
Under-Secretary of State for Scientific Research. , 
In al] her work, whether in the laboratory, in discussion 
or in committee, she set herself the highest standards, 
and she was most conscientious in the fulfilment of any 
duties she undertook.”

Sir Alexander Fleck’s Views 


At the annual general meeting of Imperial Chemical 
Industries, London, June 14, the Chairman (Sir Alex

With full employment, it is self-evident that any broad 
advance in standards of living must depend upon a 
reduction in human 
achieved. In 


effort relative to the results 
general, this can only come by applying 
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new methods, of which electronic equipment and servo 
mechanisms are recent examples. I stress again, there 
fore, that automation is not new, but merely the con- 
tinuing extension of a process which has for long been 
a normal feature of our operations. In our industry we 
certainly do not regard these changes as revolutionary, 
nor do we think they are likely to cause unemployment 
or other major difficulties. The steady growth of em 
ployment which has taken place in this company con 
firms this view. For the country as a whole I would go 
further. Employment will only be maintained if British 
industry keeps abreast of the world in technical effi 
ciency. This means not only the extension of automa 
tion, but continued heavy capital expenditure 

It is axiomatic that progress must involve change 
We believe it is possible for management to ensure that 
the necessary adjustments are so made, and so timed, 
that individual hardship is avoided, or at least mini 
mised. It is for management and the leaders of organ 
ised labour to explain fully what is taking place, so that 
these progressive changes are made as smoothly and 
effectively as possible, to the benefit of all. In this con 
nection I regard the proper and adequately full use 
of joint consultation at all levels in our organisation to 
be of the greatest importance 


ANTIFUNGAL ANTIBIOTICS 


With Particular Reference to Nystatin 

(From British and Overseas Pharmacist, February, 

1956.) 

Most bacterial infections can now be controlled by 
means of the range of antibiotics which are readily 
available from many commercial! sources, and attention 
is being paid to new antibiotics which can combat 
local and systemic infections caused by fungi. The 
treatment of fungal infections, including the various 
forms of tinea or ringworm and the more serious 
diseases affecting the lungs and other organs, has 
proved to be difficult, and it would seem that some of 
these infections are becoming more common. 

There is little doubt that fungal infections, particu- 
larly those due to Candida, can be stimulated by the 
use of antibacterial antibiotics, especially the “broad- 
spectrum” drugs when administered orally. Growth 
of fungi may be stimulated directly, but it is more 
likely that antibacterial antibiotics suppress other 
organisms which are inhibitory for the fungi in the 
normal! flora, and that as the sensitive organisms are 
suppressed, fungi and possible other resistant species 
can multiply and give rise to infection. A substantial 
number of reports have recently been published on 
moniliasis of the intestines, anus, mouth, pharynx, 
oesophagus, vagina, skin, |ungs and other areas as a 
result of the administration of the tetracycline drugs, 
chloramphenicol and other antibacterial antibiotics. 
In an article published in the October issue of the 
Practitioner, Professor Gaisford stated that one of the 
difficulties of continued antibiotic therapy “is the de- 
velopment of resistant thrush, a monilial infection enter- 
ing through the oropharynx and liable to become 
systemically disseminated with fatal results.” 

Among the antifungal antibloties so far isolated are 
nystatin (formerly known as “fungicidin’”), rimocidin, 
candidin, candicidin antimycoin ascosin fungi 
chromin and fungichromatin. Of these, nystatin is of 
greatest immediate importance because it has been 
subjected to extensive laboratory and clinical study 
and because it is now being produced on a commercial 
scale It derived from cultures of Streptomyces 
noursei, and is highly active against many fungi 
although it has very limited effects on bacteria. 

Intestinal and General Fungal Infections 

Sternberg and his associates reported that nystatin 
favourably influenced the course of severe systemic 
moniliasis in mice. Smal! doses quickly reduced the 
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natural, intestina! fungal flora, and this effect was not 
diminished when antibacterial antibiotics were given 
Campbell! et al. found that nystatin markedly reduced 
the mortality of mice with experimental histoplasmosis, 
and in a later paper Campbell and her colleagues 
reported that the drug is effective in coccidioidomy- 
cosis, cryptococcosis and sporotrichosis induced experi 
mentally in mice. Newcomer et al. found that the 
intestinal fungal flora of human subjects increased 
significantly after giving tetracycline orally, but that 
the fungal flora decreased markedly when nystatin 
was administered with the tetracycline. The protective 
action of the antifungal antibiotic against highly toxi« 
mixtures of Candida albicans and oxytetracycline or 
chlortetracycline has been the subject of reports by 
other workers, including Hazen et al., who conducted 
original studies on the drug, while additional evidence 
on its efficacy in experimental coccidioidomycosis ha 
been provided 


Simultaneous Administration of Nystatin with 
Tetracycline 

Three different groups of medica] investigators pre 
sented papers on November 4 at the third annual 
Symposium on Antibiotics, held under the auspices of 
the Food and Drug Administration, U.S. Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, Washington, D.C 
The papers show that the danger of secondary infection 
by fungal growths in the treatment of disease with 
tetracycline, a broadly effective antibiotic, j gnif 
cantly decreased when nystatin is administered simul! 
taneously 


In a study undertaken with 509 patients, it was found 
that 13.07 per cent. of those being treated with tetra 
cycline alone developed side effects, as against 5.62 
per cent. of those receiving a combination of tetra 
cycline with nystatin. 


The invesetigators, Martin L. Stone, M.D, F.A.CS., 
and Walter L. Mersheimer, M.D., F.A.C.S., of the New 
York Medical College, pointed out that gastro-intestinal 
symptoms were twice as frequent in the patients who 
did not receive nystatin with the tetracycline The 
paper concluded, “The combination of tetracycline with 
nystatin offers a broad spectrum antibiotic with anti 
fungal prophylaxis, and therefore has obvious advan 
tages when antibiotic therapy is indicated.” 


A study carried out under the auspices of the Uni 
versity of Pennsylvania School of Medicine and the 
Philadelphia General Hospital showed that a combina- 
tion of tetracycline and nystatin was found to be 
effective in the elimination of Candida albicans and 


other yeasts from healthy subjects who had previously 
received two courses of tetracycline medication I 
additional toxicity or gastro-intestinal side-effect vere 


noted with this preparation,” according to the investi- 
gators, Elwood L. Foltz, M.D., George M. Eisenberg, 
Sc.D., Robert Ravdin, M.D., and Harrison F. Flippin, 
M.D 


A third study, with a group of 53 patients who 
suffered from a variety of bacterial infections, found 
that a combination of nystatin and tetracycline is an 
effective broad-spectrum antibiotic. The investigator 
Abraham I. Gimble, M.D., James G. Shea, M.D., and 
Sol Katz, M.D., reported “There were no manifestation 
of toxicity or side-effects of the drug in any of the 
yatients treated.” The study was carried out at the 
Yistrict of Columbia General Hospital, Washington, 
D.C., and the Mt. Alto Veterans’ Hospital. 


Reporting on studies of resistance to the drug, Helen 
A. Stout and Joseph F. Pagano of the Squibb Institute 
for Medical Research, New Brunswick, N.J., told the 
conference that “the development of resistance to 
nystatin by fungi does not occur readily” and that 
when resistance does develop “it is of a small magnitude 
and probably will not present a clinical problem.” 
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Localised Fungal Infections 
Although various antifungal preparations are used 
topically, it is often difficult to eradicate the infection, 
and common diseases like “athlete’s foot” can persist 
for long periods. Nystatin appears to have been used 
less extensively for the treatment of localised infections, 
but Sloane has reported favourably on its use in moni- 
liasis of the skin and mucous membranes. Sarewitz 
gave the antibiotic orally to five patients with genito- 
urinary moniliasis, and noted rapid improvement in 
all cases; relapse occurred in three cases after stopping 
treatment, but further medication was completely suc- 
cessful in controlling symptoms. It was observed inci- 
dentally that chronic cheilosis of unknown cause, pos- 

sibly monilial, cleared during treatment. 


Other Possible Uses for Antifungal Antibiotics 

The work of Hazen and Brown and other investi- 
gators has demonstrated the ability of nystatin to sup- 
press the growth of many fungi at low concentrations, 
and it is probable that the antibiotic will have 
important uses in the laboratory and possibly in 
industry. It has been found that a concentration of 
about 20 units per ec.c. prevents fungal contamination 
of tissue culture without harming the cells of the 
culture. Wigmore and Henderson have reported that 
yeast contamination in cultures of the virus of foot- 
and-mouth disease is controlled by the addition of 
nystatin to the culture medium. Apart from medical 
and pharmaceutical applications, antifungal antibiotics 
of this type may be useful in industrial microbiology. 


ZEIN AS A TABLET COATING 


The use of a thin film of zein as a coating for medicinal 
tablets has been the subject of experiments at the phar 
macy department of Illinois University (Winters and 
Deardorff, J. Amer. pharm. Ass., sci. edn., 1955, LV, 
125) 


Zein is a protein extracted from corn gluten It is 
insoluble in water, but soluble in certain organic sol- 
vents, including 91 per cent. isopropylalcohol. It will 
resist microbial attack and is considered to be non-toxic 


The experimental coating fluid consisted of zein 15 
per cent. with 3 per cent. of polyoxyethylene sorbitan 
monolaurate in 91 per cent. isopropylalcohol.

When compared to a variety of commercial sugar- 
coated tablets, the zein-coated tablets seemed more re- 
istant to abrasion, high humidity and high tempera- 
tures, and there was a substantial decrease in disintegra- 
tion time. Compared with uncoated tablets of the same 
formulation, the zein-coated tablets masked unpleasant 
odou! and tastes, and showed greater resistance to 
abrasion and a slight increase in disintegration time 

Zein-coated tablets retained substantially their orig 
inal appearance (with any embossed grooves or emblems 
on the original tablets), weight and size. Compared 
with conventional sugar-coating processes, zein coating 
was cheaper, quicker and simpler. Zein-coated tablets 
can easily be given a polishing coat of wax without an 
extended preliminary period of ageing 

Other experiments suggest that a single coating from 
50 ml. of a fluid containing 15 per cent. of zein in 91 
per cent. isopropylalcohol will give a satisfactory pro-

Oleos (See last month’s 
“Applied Pharmaceutics” column for an example 
of the necessity for precise titles and form in 
prescribing.) 


(i) Hospital prescribing practice inevitably leads to 
peculiarly domestic abbreviations in prescrip- 
tion writing. An example, in one of our public 
hospitals, is the time-saving “Gt. Sox” for Eye- 
drops of a well-known brand of Sulphacetamide 
Sodium. The oily equivalent, in the same hos- 
pital, is referred to aberrantly, though aptly, as

(i) It is felt that most pharmacists would dispense 
the above prescription as a powder. This pro- 
cedure would involve an interpretation (which 
is well within the pharmacist’s competence) of 
“Glucose” as “Medicinal Glucose” (Dextrose 
Monohydrate) of the B.P 
There is no doubt, however, that “Glucose” 
strictly means “Liquid Glucose’ (see Martin- 
dale 23rd Ed. Vol. 1 p. 477). There could be no 
objection pharmaceutically to the use of this 
substance, tf adequate presentation had been 
prowmded, im the manner our correspondent 
suggests 

The problem then becomes one of interpreting the 
prescriber’s wishes. In the absence of the prescriber 
we have no hesitation in saying that neither method ts 
incorrect. What one cannot say is that one method is 
correct and the other is incorrect

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An Historical Review 


By F. H. Burton, Ph.C., M.P.S. (Vic.) 


In the Pharmaceutical Journal of Great Britain of 
June 2, 1956, is published a list of drugs which the 
Pharmacopoeia Commission propose deleting from the 
B.P. Included in the items which will not appear in 
the 1958 Pharmacopoeia are Arsenic Trioxide and Liquor 
Arsenicalis. As monographs on both these substances 
have had a place in every B.P. from the first issue of 
1864 to the present day, this seems an appropriate oc- 
casion for a brief review of the drugs’ history, both 
famous and infamous. The chemistry of arsenic and 
the organic preparations of arsenic will not be discussed 
in this article: the former is available clsewhere and 
the place of the pentavalent form of the latter in the 
Pharmacopoeia seems assured, at least for some little 
while to come 


Early History 

The Ebers papyrus, to which authorities assign the 
date of about 1500 B.C., lists many drugs and medicine: 
of both vegetable and mineral origin. Translators of 
the papyrus report that phrases interpreted very pos- 
sibly refer to some form of arsenic This indefinite 
reference from Egyptian history seems to be the first 
mention of the drug 

The library of the Assyrian King Assurbanipal, con- 
sisting of many hundreds of clay tablets, has been care 
fully studied and translated by R. C. Thompson. Part 
of his interpretation of this ancient library indicate 
that arsenic (the form is not known, but is presumed 
to be the ilphide (orpiment)), was known towards the 
middle of the 7th century B.C 

The Books of Susruta, time-honoured throughout the 


history of India, refer to a substance: acid.”” The 
date during which these were written en by some 
authorities as 500 B.C., and by others the date assigned 


to the writings of Susruta is 1000 years later, 500 A.D 


Greek and Roman Records 
Theophrastus, a philosopher who lived during the 


4th century B.C., gives the first definite reference to 
arseni It was he who recommended orpiment (arseni 
kon) for use by Greek soldier i an app! tio to the 
face for sunburn. (It should here be mentioned that 
the Greek name wa ‘arsenikon.” The word Orpiment 
is derived from the Latin “auripigmentum.”) Dioscoride 

also refers to “arsenikon” (1st century A.D.) 

In the Natural History of Pliny the Elder, Roman 
tatesman-philosopher of the Ist century A.D. an ae 
count of “arrhenicum” appear Other references in 
Roman history are made by Vituvius Pollio, an archi 
tect, and also by Celsu Both these tter writers refer 


to “auripigmentum,” the yellow sulphide of arseni 
Olympiodorus 

All the foregoing records (« xcept pr b that of the 
Indian, Susruta) refer to the yellow sulphide of arseni 
The first record of “white arsenic” (arsenic trioxide) 
being produced appears in the writi of Olympio 
doru Olympiodorus was born at Thebes in Egypt, 
in the 5th century A.D., and served as Ambassador to 
the Emperor Honorius in his negotiations with Attila 
the Hun. His manuscript on alchemy, which is pre 
served in the Paris National Library, details a proce 
for making white arsenic by roasting arsenic sulphide 
This record survives only because, fortunately for pos 
terity, Olympiodorus fled Europe and at the invitation 
of Theodosius joined the court at Byzantium, one of 
the few places which was not overwhelmed by the 
ravages of the Dark Age: 


After the Dark Ages 

Throughout the Dark Ages in Europe, from about 400 
A.D. until the 9th-10th century, very few records of 
any kind were kept; but in the llth century arsenic 1s 
again referred to, this time by Avicenna 

Early in the 13th century a Dominican friar, Albertus 
Magnus, the author of many alchemical treatises, was 
the first to propound the theory that white arsenic con 
tained a metal-like substance, which later writers 
termed “arsenicum rex.” (This was confirmed by 
Brandt, a Swiss chemist, in 1733, who discovered that 
white arsenic was the calx (oxide) of an element.) 

The poisonous nature of arsenic was by now becom 
ing more widely recognised, although Theodorie of 
Lucca, in a 13th century manuscript, writes that the 
inhalation of the vapours of subliming arsenic wa: 
of great use ‘so that payne sweet to bear Surely

Investiga 
tion led them to suspect the presence of arsenic in beer, 
and a Royal Commission was appointed to ascertain the 
cause Subsequent analysis verified their suspicions, 
and the arsenic was traced to glucose used in the brew 
eries, most of which obtained their supplies from the 
ame manufacturer. The manufacturer produced glu 
cose from farinaceous material by a process using sul 
phuric acid. The sulphuric acid contained an appre 
ciable amount of arsenic his in turn was present in 
the materials from which the sulphuric acid was 
manufactured 

This occurrence, which seriously affected the health 
of some 6000 people and caused over 40 deaths, and the 
ubsequent inquiry by the Royal Commission, showed 
in no uncertain manner how widespread was arsenical 
contamination at the time. Taylor reports that the Com- 
mission dealt “exhaustively with various articles of 
diet in which arsenic has been found: glycerin, caramel, 
baking powder, malt, treacle, jams with glucose, vine 
gar, Demerara sugar, malted foods.” 

One direct result of this unfortunate happening wa 
the introduction into the British Pharmacopoeia of spe 
cific permissible limits for arsenic in many substance 
includin ulphuric acid.

The Arsenic-eaters of Styria 

In Styria, a sparsely populated district in the Aus 
trian Alps, the practice of arsenic-eating has been re 
ported by various authorities for many years. There 
is little doubt that a degree of tolerance is developed 
by people who habitually take arseni It is said that 
the Styrian mountaineers and guides commence with 
a small dose twice a week, and gradually and cau 
tiously increase it to three or four grains, a dose which 
would be fatal for anyone not habituated to it. The 
supply in Styria is plentiful, due to its production as a 
result of smelting iron-ore. (Styrian peasants refer to 
it as “huttereich,” or more correctly “hutten-rauch’”- 
furnace smoke.) The following paragraph appears in 
Gustav Schenk’s “Book of Poisons” 

“I have seen and spoken to many arsenic eaters 
in Styria, Lower Austria and Carinthia. Wood-cutters, 
hunters and mountain-guides in these districts believe 
that arsenic makes the breathing easier and the step 
more certain; the women are convinced that it gives 
them lustrous hair, a fresh complexion and bright 
eye I myself saw a porter in Deutsch-Landsberg 
at the foot of the Kor Alp consume a lump of arsenic 
the size of a pea. I estimated it at about half a 
gramme, four times the fatal dose.” 

It has been reported that this practice may be con- 
tinued for about 40 years with out detriment to the 
system. However, sooner or later symptoms of acute 
poisoning, gastro-enteritis and finally death are the 
results of this dangerous practice in Styria 


Asiatic Cholera and Arsenic 

The symptoms of acute arsenical poisoning so closely 
resemble the symptoms of cholera that in India it is 
possible to literally “get away with murder.” Medical 
Jurisprudence in India, by the late W. J. Buchanan 
(Taylor’s Medical Jurisprudence, 9th Ed.), makes the 
following remarks: 

“There are many reasons why arsenic should be 
the chief poison used for homicide. In the first place, 
it is easy to obtain, for white arsenic may be pur- 
chased in every bazaar, as it has its legitimate uses. 
, Secondly, the acute effects of the poison so much 
resemble an attack of Asiatic cholera that suspicion 
is unlikely to arise, especially if it happens that 
cholera is at all prevalent in the neighbourhood at 
the time.” 

The incidence of cholera in India has fallen consider- 
ably over the years, and the control of arsenic has been 
tightened, but outbreaks of cholera do still occur and— 
who knows? 

Accidental Poisonings 

The physical characters of white arsenic, its compara- 
tive tastelessness in small quantities, and the fact that 
the Act regarding the colouring of arsenic was fre- 
quently evaded in the past, led to innumerable cases

As has been previously mentioned, Theophrastus, 
iome 2200 years ago suggested that orpiment be used 
for sunburnt face while Theodoric of Lucca in the 
13th century regarded the inhalation of arsenical smoke 
as the last word (sic) in analgesia. The Styrians used 
it as a powerful aphrodisiac and a remedy for impo 
tence. In England it was formerly esteemed as an in 
gredient in cosmetic preparations for whitening the 
skin. 
It has been used by the women of India as a “love 
philtre” to give to the object of their affections. Both 
orpiment and realgar have been used for centuries in 
the East as a depilatory. Death has been caused through 
absorption by the use of orpiment for such a purpose 

Internally and as a paste for external application it 
has been used, almost always with fatal results, in at 
tempts to procure abortion 

The nineteenth edition of the “Extra Pharmacopoeia” 
includes a note on Arsenical Cigarettes, made with 
impregnated with 4 grain of Sodium Arsenate. 
The patient (or should it be victim!) is directed to in 
spire the fumes deeply three or four times 

In more recent times, arsenic in inorganic form has

Spear wounds are common and heal remarkably well 
After being speared right through both legs and with 
several wounds to the bone, a native will pack mud in 
the holes, then walk the mile or so to the hospital for 
treatment 

Some spear fights are almost humorous in their cause 
As with the two young men both with two wounds each 
Their old grandfathers had an argument, which they 
settled by ordering the grandsons to fight for them 
Then, with tribal relations taking part, a wonderful 
free-for-all usually follows 

Unfortunately marriages are arranged by tribal rela 
tionships, irrespective of age and the ceremony consist 
of spearing the girl through the leg or arm and drag 
ging her off to the bush. There being no love in the 
union the young wife or wives are often cruelly beaten, 
often on the one arm repeatedly, till a bone fracture: 
We recently treated a young wife whose arm had been 
broken for the second time in two month 


Then occasionally we assist in the birth of a child 


for our Christian girls prefer, of course, to have their 
babies in the hospital. Under tribal law the father is 
not to see his wife or child until the baby’s cord ha:

Another interesting case is Old Georgie, who recently 
bashed his wife over the head with a waddis Main 
interest is in the fact that Georgie has been totally 
blind for many years, with complete sympleharon and 
conversion of the corneae into horny kin 

The story is that he speared his brother through the 
foot in a fight and the brother lost his foot after it 
became gangrenous 

He had a curse put upon Georgie, which caused him 
to go blind 

Compensations 

These are, of course, some of the more sordid events 
in the work. There is the happy side, with the young 
Christian couples marrying and setting up Christian 
homes. The happy times spent on the track with the 
young men or singing or talking round their camp fires 
and the fascination of learning some of their social 
habits and customs, and the excitement of disagreeing 
with a witch doctor and seeing the patient healed, or 
the spontaneous hugs and chuckles of the old men as 
they greet us again after having been walkabout, and 
the thrill of being told, “you’re one of us, you talk our 
language.” 

In fact, for variety, which is the spice of life, I 
recommend being a Missionary among the Wangkayi 
aboriginal tribes.

The bulk of Australian medicinal requirements are now being manufactured within the country, although imports 
of pharmaceutical preparations and patent medicines are of the order of some £4,000,000 value annually. How- 
ever, at the same time we export pharmaceuticals to the value of some £1,000,000 annually. The expansion of the 
industry over recent years has been accelerated by the introduction of Free Medicine, which has brought more 
costly, the most modern and probably the most efficacious drugs within the reach of everybody, and is today cost- 
ing this country somewhere about £1 per head, or roughly £9,000,000 per annum.

tion is now more favourably looked upon than th: 
principal potent constituent itself. It is impossible to 
tabulate in an article of this nature a complete list 
of chemicals of Australian manu- 
facture, but the following covers the more important 
ones 

The Bismuth Salts, 

Barium Sulphate (X-ray diagnosis),

menthol, thymol, ethylidinedicoumarol] (a blood anti 
coagulant)—methy!] ethyl glutarimide (the barbiturate 
antagonist) and 2:4 diaminopheny! thiazole (morphine 
antagonist), to mention but a few of the more im 
portant 

A separate group of fine chemicals covers the wide 
range of sulpha drugs, of which particular mention 
should be made of sulphadiazine, sulphamerazine, sul 
phadimidine, sulphacetamide, phthalylsulphacetamidse 
(replacing sulphaguanidine) and sulphabenzamide 

The alkaloids, caffeine, theobromine, hyoscine, atro 
pine, hyoscyamine and homatropine, the last four being 
manufactured from Australian plant material, also con 
stitute a very important group During the war the 
Allied nations relied largely on Australia for the sup 
ply of hyoscine, atropine, ete., the hyoscine being in 
special demand for the control of motion sickn in 
the transportation of large bodies of troops 

Other manufactures of fine chemicals were carried 
out as a wartime activity only, including morphine, 
barbiturates, etc., and the information is available 
should Australia in any future emergency have to rely 
on its own resources for these products 

The manufacture of vitamins and vitamin concen 
trates was also developed during and subsequent to 
the war, and in this connection mention should be 
made of Vitamin A Concentrate from shark liver oil 
and the synthetic manufacture of ascorbic acid and 
Vitamin D, 

A very important group of substances, known as hor 
mones, include two outstanding examples of Australian 
manufacture in AC.T.H., the adreno cortico trophic 
hormone prepared from the pituitary gland, and Insulin 
so widely used in the contro] of diabetes 

A particularly large range of biological products 
manufactured by Government-controlled activities in 
cludes vaccines, toxoids, diagnostic agents, amounting 
in all to several thousand individual products. Of more 
immediate interest is the present manufacture of Salk 
vaccine for poliomyelitis. 

The last group to be mentioned is perhaps the one 
which has played a greater part than any of the pre- 
viously mentioned individual groups in the cure of 
human ailments, viz., the antibiotic preparations. At

Now, in 1956, Penguins celebrate their 2lst anniver 
ary. The venture has come of age and this sma!! pri- 
vate company has published over 2,000 titles. Moreover, 
its annual production is ten million books 


Starting with reprints it was not long before spe- 
cially commissioned, entirely new books were published 
Some notable books appeared and have continued to 
appear in the serie So to Penguins were added Peli- 
cans, Penguin Specials, King Penguins, Puffins and 
Penguin Classic 


The Penguin Story has been written by Sir William 
Emrys Williams, C.B.E., to tell the tale of the develop 
ment of Penguins and their associates. Sir William i 
in a position to tell the whole story, for he has been 
actively associated with the firm for twenty of it: 
twenty-one years

The Society of Olefine Chemistry, Essen, is investi- 
gating organo-metallic compounds as catalysts for ole- 
fine transformations. The programme includes study of 
the polymerisation of ethylene under the following

(i) Selective dimerisation to butene as basis for a 
new butadiene process. 


(ii) Contro led polymerisation of ethylene to any de- 
sired a-olefine.

With new catalysts a straight chain product (C,H,)n,

In recent months Germany has moved in‘o second 
place in world plastics production. Much research is 
being conducted into the chemical and engineering 
problems of this industry. A plastic research institute 
is being established at Darms adt. Ethylene oxide plas- 
tics have been deve oped as adhesives with remarkable 
bonding properties. 


Plastic pipes based on polyvinyl chloride and poly- 
ethylene are in production. Plastic pipes are being used 
for household water supply. One polyethylene product 
appears suitable for unbreakable bottles 


Glass-fibre-reinforced plastics are used for making 
skis and small boats. Experiments are in progress for 
their use for motor car bodywork. 


Ruhrgas A.G. is deve oping new methods for the 
production and distribution of gas, since upply of gas 
to distant points is one of the bottlenecks in German 
chemical industry. 


Ruhrgas has one of the largest dis‘ributions in 
Europe. It supplies 140 milliard cub. ft. of coal gas 
over a network more than 1250 miles in extent under 
pressure of 30 atmospheres. In 1953 30 milliard cub. ft. 
went to domestic users, 26 milliard to iron producers, 
53 milliard to iron-working industries, 17 milliard to 
the chemical and 7 mi liard to the ceramic industries. 


A very interesting project is the possibility of the un- 
derground storage of gas in suitable natural forma- 
tions (worked-out oilfields). In one experiment gas 
is pumped at 35 atmospheres from the Ruhr to naturai 
reservoirs in distant Hannover. This may revolutionise 
the economics of gas storage. 


The brief report ends with this significant paragraph: 
“Progress in technology, upon which the economic 
strength and consequently the political effectiveness of 
any country depends in the world today, rests upon the 
scientific research effort which the country is prepared 
to undertake and for which it is prepared to pay. This 
is clearly appreciated in Western Germany on all sides, 
po itical, economic and technological. As a result West- 
ern Germany has reached a stage where, starting from 
widespread destruction and chaos, it has, in the brief 
space of ten years, regained a position amongst the 
world’s leaders in the scientific and technological fields 
It is an impressive achievement.” 


To this we may add that the German recovery in 
these fields is an object lesson with a challenge. Ger- 
many, at the end of the war, was completely discom- 
fited and discredited. Australia emerged from the war 
with greatly extended educational services, with new 
chemical and engineering industries, the results of the 
necessities of war. Are we satisfied with our progress 
in these last ten years?—A.T.S.S

It is not pos- 
sible to go into detail about each contribution hire, 
nor to give more than a brief impression of the variety 
of fare offered Conference Foretaste” and “Dublin's 
Fair City” are persuasive introductions to the venue 
of the 93rd meeting of the British Pharmaceutical 
Conference, to be held in Dublin from September 3 
to 7. In numbers it will be the greatest of the several 
Conferences held in the City of Dublin this year 


The history of pharmacy is exceedingly well served, 
as will be seen by glancing through the following titles 
“The red room of royalty”—a reminiscence of pharmacy 
on the Riviera du ing the last decade of the nineteenth 
century. “The Boke of Chyldren’—in which Mr. T. D 
Whittet review a re-issue of a sixteenth erntury 
medical treatise on paediatric “Apothecary's shop at 
Kirkstall Museum’’—this article gives us an all too brief 
glimpse of a seventeenth century English pharmacy 
“Infant Feeders and Feeding in Bygone Days’’—reveals 
the rather surprising fact that infant feeders were in 
use 1000 B.C. This article, in common with the whole 
of this special issue, is profuvely illustrated. A manu 
facturer’s patent and its exploitation is the subject of 
“Nineteenth Century Tooth-paste Pots.” “A History 
of Pharmacy at Bristol Royal Infirmary” is the first of 
a series of articles on that institution. Here is a brief 
but macabre extract surgeon to the infirmary 
from 1796 to 1843. Smith was a truly remarkable man 
When the parents of a boy hanged for murder pleaded 
with him not to dissect the body, he not only rejected 
their pleas and anatomised the body, but removed some 
of the skin, tanned it, and used it to bind a book on 
the murder.

VARNISH FOR DISPENSARY LABELS 


Sir,—A simple and quickly applied varnish to pre- 
serve dispensary labels may be of interest to fellow 
pharmacist 
Varnish 

Canada Balsam qs. (1 oz. is suggested). 
Solvent Ether of each equal parts by volume 

Allow to stand until dissolved, and keep in securely 

covered container (not glass stopper) 
Size 

It is necessary to size the labels first with Collodium 
Flexile. This requires a careful technique, otherwise 
the varnish will penetrate the size and give oily blotches 
which mar the appearance 

First apply a liberal coating of Collodium Flex. with 
a good small camel hair brush or hair water colour 
paint brush—make sure the hairs are secure. Allow 
to dry, then rub over gently but thoroughly with a 
cotton wool pad soaked in Collodium Flex., to ensure 
that the coating has penetrated the label evenly

Offer of New Dispensing Terms 

Some slight progress has now been made in the 
negotiations tor an uycrease in dispensing fees and on 
cost, The Ministry of Health has made an offer to the 
Central N.S. (Chemist Contractors) Committec The 
details have not been made public, but the Committees 
has had discussions with officials of the Ministry and 
is going to consult its advisory accountants It is ex 
pected that a Conference of Pharmaceutical Committee 
will be held towards the end of September to cor 
sider the offer 


Hospital Pharmacists’ Salaries 


The poor rates paid to pharmacists in the hospital! 
service have caused a persistent dwindling in the num 
bers engaged in this branch of pharmacy, so that thers 
is now almost a 27 per cent. deficiency in establish 
ment A claim has been lodged for increased rr 
muneration, which asks for the following rates; Jasit 
rate £625, rising to £600 per annum; senior pharmacist 
£700-£850. For the highest grade of chief pharmacist 
in a large general hospital the rate asked is £1160, rising 
to £1430. The special allowance for teaching hospital 
which ranges from £100-£200, should be raised by 50 
per cent., and the present allowance of £25 for a higher 
qualification should be doubled, It is pointed out in 
the claim that the chief pharmacist for a leading teach 
ing hospital has, for financial reasons, become the r 
presentative of a manufacturing concern, and the pre 
vious secretary of the Committee making the claim 
has gone into retail pharmacy. It is also claimed that 
where a chief pharmacist has administrative respon 
bilities for the pharmaceutical service outside his own 
hospital, he should be paid a sum between £75 and £150 
per annum for this work. 


The Place of the Placebo 


In last month’s News Letter there was a brief refer 
ence to the annual meeting of the British Medieal Asso 
ciation, In addition to the controversial matters, men 
tioned last month, many papers of scientific interest 
were read and discussed. In one of these Professor 
E. J. Wayne, of Glasgow, said: For a long time littl 
interest had been taken in the action of placebos, but 
numerous clinical trials employing inert “dummy” pr: 
parations in order to make the trial a “blind” one had 
incidentally revealed that the placebo itself could exert 
powerful therapeutic effects. He gave several examp| 
of how chemically inert substances had been shown to 
bring about both subjective and objective improvement 
in a considerable proportion of patients. For exampl 
he had personally conducted a controlled trial of the 
treatment of asthma by a protein derivative which wa 
compared with saline injections. There was no differ 
ence between the two forms of treatment, but, more 
important, in the present context, a considerable pro 
portion of the subjects were improved by the inert 
therapy. An even more striking example of the power 
of placebos was the finding by other workers in a blind 
controlled trial of mephenesin that, not only did the 
same number of patients show improvement in the 
treated and control groups, but three control cases d: 
veloped complications in the form of dermatitis medica 
mentosa, urticaria, and severe diarrhoea 

The question arose whether it was wise to use plac« 
bos deliberately with the physician realising that he 
was making use of suggestion as the therapeutic agent 
proper. Some had condemned this practice, like the 


person who said that “the placebo is a form of deceit, 
initially of the patient, ultimately of the doctor.” He 
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himself thought that placebos should be used. When 
a physician was in doubt about whether a medicine 
was going to act through physical or psychological 
mechanisms, he should use a simple, cheap and rela- 
tively inert preparation. If he did not achieve the 
desired effect, he could then try the effect of more 
potent preparations 


Sterile Products Laboratory 


A new laboratory for the preparation of sterile pro- 
ducts has been opened at University College, London. 
Among the guests at the official opening were Mr. F. W 
Adams, Secretary of the Society, and Ian Craig, the 
Australian cricketer. The ceremony was performed by 
Dr. H. Davis, C.B.E., Chief Pharmacist to the Ministry 
of Health, who was Chief Pharmacist at the hospital 
from 1929-1947. Dr. Davis said that when he went to 
University College Hospital there was already a small 
sterile room erected at the request of the late Dr 
Hampshire. Those were the days of the 1914 Pharma- 
copoeia, when the only official method of preparing 
sterile products was to dissolve the material in “Te- 
cently boiled and cooled distilled water’—a direction 
which lent itself to a variety of interpretations. It was 
at this time that he developed a special interest in 
sterilisation procedures—an interest which was stimu- 
lated by the recognition of the Tyndallisation method 
by the 1932 B.P. It was at University College Hospital 
that chlorocresol was first used as a bacteriostatic in 
a parenteral preparation, when a batch of morphine in- 
jections was made for the Army. 

Dr. Davis has left London for a two months’ visit to 
the Gold Coast to advise the Government on pharma- 
ceutical policy, including training and recruitment of 
pharmacists for Government and private service, stan- 
dards and practices within the profession and pharma- 
ceutical legislation 


Publicity for Service Cases? 

When complaints are made against professional men 
in connection with their National Health Service work, 
the hearing is in private before a committee composed 
of professional and lay members. For example, when 
a chemist dispenses a prescription which is not up to 
standard, as required by the Testing Scheme, the case 
would be heard by three pharmacists, three laymen 
and a lay-chairman. The name of the individual is 
only disclosed to this Committee and a similar pro- 
cedure is adopted with doctors and dentists. If it is 
decided that the penalty should be the exclusion of 
the individual's name from the appropriate list of in- 
dividuals giving professional services—the most severe 
penalty possible and seldom imposed—there is a right 
of appeal to a Tribunal which also meets in private 
At present an inquiry is being made into all types of 
administrative tribunals by a Committee under the 
chairmanship of Sir Oliver Franks Sir Reginald 
Sharpe, Q.C., who is Chairman of the N.H.S. Tribunal, 
told this Committee that he could see no reason why 
the Tribunal should not sit in public. The regulation 
against this was “one of the most distressing features 
of our existence as a tribunal.” When it was put to 
him that doctors had suggested that unreasonable or 
frivolous complaints by patients might be damaging 
if ventilated in public and found to be unsubstantiated, 
he said he did not think that this was sufficient reason 
for secrecy 

Representations have been made by the British Medi- 
cal Associtaion that hearings should continue in pri- 
vate. This view is shared by pharmacists, and it is 
generally felt by the professions that, as many cases 
are trivial, the publicity would be harmful 


Pharmacy in the Armed Forces 


During the past three years a Committee under the 
chairmanship of Viscount Waverley, F.R.S., has been 
reviewing the arrangements for providing medical and 
dental services in the Armed Forces. Now the second 
report, which includes the pharmaceutical services, has 
been issued. Its findings and recommendations, as ap-

ee to our profession, are disappointing. For almost 
alf a century the Pharmaceutical Society has been 
striving to obtain commissioned rank for its members, 
and represented to the present Committee that a sep- 
arate pharmaceutical branch should be established in 
each of the three Services under the supervision of 
commissioner officers directly responsible to the Medi- 
cal Director-General. This organisation would be re- 
sponsible for the purchase, storage, shipment, issue and 
dispensing of all drugs and medical stores and appli- 
ance required in the Forces’ medical establishments 
The Committee say that they are far from convinced 
that the existing arrangements for the supply and dis- 
tribution of medical stores require so radical and ex- 
pensive a change. They do, however, fee] that there 
should be a more extended use of pharmacists in the 
Army and Air Force, preferably on the lines adopted 
by the Navy, and that greater recognition koala be 
accorded to their skill and attainment 

The Committee, however, considers that there should 
be a distinction between the standards of training re- 
quired for dispensers and for pharmacists respectively, 
as at the moment the Army and Air Force classified 
both as “tradesmen.” They hope also that the Phar- 
maceutical Society will recognise the training given 
and experience gained in the services in considering 
applications for admission to the Society’s membership 
Fresh efforts should be made towards this end and, if 
agreement cannot be reached, it is suggested that a 
new service classification of “pharmacist” should be 
introduced. At the present time the Army and Air 
Force depend largely on National Service men for their 
pharmaceutical needs. Of the 473 dispenser pharma 
cists in those two branches 210 are regulars, but only 
five are qualified pharmacists, whereas 248 of the 262 
National Service men have civilian pharmaceutical 
qualifications. The “tradesmen” in the Forces include 
pharmacists, opticians, physiotherapists, radiographers 
and dental ancillaries, and to provide a full career the 
Committee recommends that members of those groups 
should be graded as Class I tradesmen as soon as their 
initial training is completed, become corporals after six 
months’ service, sergeants after eighteen months, staff 
sergeants within six years and warrant officers Class 
II within nine years. Later they would become eligible 
for commissions. For tradesmen in the Army the pre- 
sent rates of pay vary from recruits at £4/11/- per week 
to warrant Po Grade I, who may reach £14/7/- per 
week. The Committee indicates that responsibility and 
specialised skill and experience would be taken into 
account, whether a particular position should be filled 
by a commissioned officer or not 


Smoking and Cancer of the Lung 


In the preface to the report of the Central Health 
Services Council, Mr. Turton, the Minister of Health, 
states that he informed the House of Commons and 
through them the public that two known cancer-produc 
ing agents had been identified in tobacco smoke, but 
that research had not yet succeeded in proving whether 
they had a direct role in producing lung cancer, and, 
if so, what. The fact that a causal agent had not yet 
been recognised should not, however, be allowed to 
obscure the fact that there is, statistically, an incon- 
trovertible association between cigarette smoking and 
the incidence of lung cancer. Mr. Turton states that 
he will take such steps as are necessary to ensure that 
the public are kept informed of al] the revelant in- 
formation as and when it becomes available. This, he 
says, will enable every smoker and, perhaps more im- 
portant, everyone who is thinking of starting to smoke, 
to make up his mind for himself on the evidence we 
have, but he does not consider that the present state 
of our knowledge is such as to justify his accepting the 
advice of the Standing Medical Advisory Committee, 
now endorsed by the Central Health Services Council, 
and undertaking a national publicity campaign 

The Council, in their report, state that during the 
year the Standing Medical Advisory Committee gave 
further thought to the possibility of drawing the atten- 


tion of the public to the existing evidence of a causal 
connection between smoking and lung cancer, and con- 
cluded that appropriate action should be taken con- 
stantly to inform the public of this connection and of 
the risks involved in heavy smoking. The Council's 
view was that any centrally directed publicity on this 
subject, as distinct from local schemes of cancer educa- 
tion, was undesirable at the present stage; but they 
decided to reconsider the question in the autumn of 
1956 (or earlier if fresh evidence became available) 


Shortage of Apprentices 


At its June meeting the Executive of the National 
Pharmaceutical Union discussed further the question of 
apprenticeship in private pharmaci and the Ap 
prenticeship Committee was instructed to proceed with 
the preparation of a scheme of training to be made 
available to prospeciive employers to assist them in 
ensuring that a systematic training can be offered to 
any trainee. It was contemplated that any such scheme 
which might be drawn up would have to be financed 
by employers who made use of it. The Apprentice 
ship Committee was also instructed to examine and re 
port back on the economic and other barriers which 
apparently deter many private pharmacists from under 
taking “apprenticeship” training and to make recom 
mendations to overcome those barriers and to stimu 
late recruitment into private pharmacy 


Cost of the Service in Scotland 


Before Parliament broke up for the summer recess, 
health in Scotland, including the drug Bill, was de 
bated. Mr. J. N. Browne, Joint Under-Secretary of 
State for Scotland, in replying to the debate, said that 
prescriptions in Scotland were already costing over £5 
million a year, and this was increasing Essentially, 
the contro! of prescribing was in the hands of the 
doctor himself, whose complete clinical freedom to 
prescribe whatever drug he thought best for his patients 
was limited only by his judgment and by the need in 
certain cases to justify his prescribing to his profes 
sional colleagues. The National Health Service should 
not lay down rules for economical prescribing. All it 
could do was, by issuing guidance and information, to 
encourage doctors to seek economy in the use of drugs 
without detriment to the treatment of the patient. Look 
ing at the average cost per prescription over the past 
three years, it might seem that the doctors were be 
ginning to realise the necessity for economy in pre- 
scribing In 1954 the average cost per prescription 
was 65d., an increase of Id. over 1953 In 1955 over 
21 million prescriptions averaged 64.2d. each, a saving 
over the year 1955 compared with 1954 of 08d. per 
prescription. They must redouble their efforts because 
in 1956 over the first three months, as compared with 
the first three months of 1955, prescriptions were al 
most 3d. each higher The doctors themselves must 
look at this tendency with alarm, and would, he was 
sure, co-operate with the nation in trying to get the 


cost down 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Following on last month’s intimation, we now give 
our correspondent’s summary of some of the items of 
business dealt with at the Annual General Meeting of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of South Africa 


Cutting of Wholesale Prices 


Neither of these two meetings (i.e. the S.A. Retail 
Chemists and Druggists Association and the Pharma 


ceutical Trade Couneil) appears to have produced 
anything constructive or to have anything to show 
for their discussions The stumbling block to real 


amity in the trade still appears to be the refusal of the 
bodies concerned to resolve the difficulty of cutting 
wholesale prices 

The wholesalers and the proprietary people regard the 
lower discounts which the members of the buying groups 
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get from the proprietary and ethical houses as a form 
of price cutting, since the buying groups distribute their 
profits as bonuses pro rata to purchases. Apparently 
the situation can be resolved by the buying group 
turning themselves into bona fide wholesalers bu: for 
some reason they have been loth to do this. The pro 
blem is such a serious one that the member bodies of 
the Pharmaceutical Trades Council have never, since 
the inception of that body, got around to discussing 
anything else 

And heaven knows there are enough problems to di 
cuss which are of vital importance to all sections, and 
which, if cleared away, would make the pharmaceutical! 
air a whole lot sweeter, Anyhow, with the AG.M. two 
weeks past, news on the grape vine tells me that the 
situation is a little nearer solution, one of the larger 
buying groups having turned wholesaler 

This, of course, raises the question, What is a whole 
saler? What is a retailer? f it possible to define the 
scope of the various sections of the trade? To an out 
sider it would seem simple, but definition is complicated 
by the fact that some few wholesalers hav retail 
branches. The tendency is, however, to get rid of thes« 

There are still other questions which require an 
answe! Does a doctor buy wholesale or retail? I 
a private nursing home entitled to buy wholesale and 
make a profit on the supply of drugs to patients? If 
not, are they entitled to buy wholesale and supply drug 
to patients at cost, thus cutting the retail price? 

To each section the answers are clear, but, unfor 
tunately, they do not coincide 

As the President said in opening the meeting of the 
Trades Council, only a little give and take is necessary 
and no problem is beyond solution. Later he quoted 
“If thine eye offend thee, pluck it out.” intimating 
presumably, that harmony amongst the majority of the 
member bodies is preferable to maintain'ng one hun red 
per cent. membership plus disharmony 


Doctors Dispensing 


Can you imagine what life would be like if each 
aspect of pharmacy was sharply delimited and each 
knew in what avenues he could trade? It would cer 
tainly handicap the dispensing doctor if he had to pur 
chase his supplies at retail less 10 per cent 

It appeared up to last week that the dispensing doctor 
was, in any case, on the way out The Minister of 
Health had intimated that an amending Bill to the 
Medical, Dental and Pharmacy Act would, if passed 
prevent doctors dispensing, except if there wa no 
chemist within five miles, and, of course, in emergency 

The Bill further restricted the sale of poisons to a 
few avenues, and further required that 51 per cent. of 
the share capital of a company operating as a pharmacy 
must be held by a chemist and druggist 

The Pharmaceutical Society had massed all it» force: 
to interest Members of Parliament in their case, and 
at one time it seemed that with only two weeks to g 
to the proroguing of the House of Assembly, the 
amending Bill would appear before the House, and go 
quickly through all its phases 

This was not to be. News came through that for some 
reason the Minister had withdrawn the sections r 
stricting the dispensing doctor and the sale of poison 
leaving the others to go before the House 

A news item in the morning papers indicates that the 
Society is not taking this lying down. Shoals of tele 
grams have been winging their way towards Cape Town 
descending upon the Minister and upon members of the 
ruling party 

The other resolutions before the A.G.M. were fully 
discussed, and for once, no evening sessions were neces 
sary 


Pharmaceutical Education 


Two of the most interesting resolutions were those 
calling for the establishment of post-graduate education 
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facilities, and for the creation of a Foundation for 
Pharmaceutical Education. From the discussion it seems 
that a Diploma in Biochemistry or perhaps Clinical 
Chemistry is envisaged, as also a Diploma in Bacterio- 
logy 

With a Diploma in Clinical Chemistry, a pharmacist 
would be enabled to do much in the way of blood and 
urine testing, especially in the country where facilities 
are otherwise iacking. Training in Bacteriology would 
also seem to be vital, since that side of the industry 
which manufactures sterile products is growing fast. 
T..e problems which arise in such plants are more than 
can be tackled on the technical knowledge gained by 
the ordinary diplomate in pharmacy. From a casual 
survey it seems that the only bacteriological training 
provided in the Union is that given to medical students, 
or to those taking the D.P.H. 

A report I have just had from a young pharmacist 
who has been to Britain, and who has acquired the 
D.B.A., indicates that the course has given him a new 
slant on therapeutics, and that he has a fresh viewpoint 
on the scripts which come his way. 

It appears also that many pharmacists would ap- 
preciate a wider knowledge of pharmacology and thera- 
peutics. Presumably this would lead to a fair division 
of the field of medicine. The doctor would diagnose, 
prescribe and dispense, and the chemist would diagnose, 
prescribe and dispense—a case of history repeating 
itself! 

The Society has got the go-ahead sign on the estab- 
lishment of the Foundation. There is no reason to 
suppose that the pharmaceutical industry will not con- 
tribute to such a Foundation in South Africa, as it has 
in Great Britain, the U.S.A. and Australia 

From the establishment of this Foundation much 
good will come to pharmacy in South Africa. Until 
recently all the teachers of pharmacy in the Union came, 
not only from the same country, but from the same 
University! If it now becomes possible to send pharma- 
cists overseas to study further it should be reflected 
ultimately not only in the teaching of pharmacy, but in 
industry 


Buy Aid Movements 


Of the other resolutions passed at the A.G.M. one 
stands out above all others. It repeals a former reso- 
lution vetoing the recognition of buy aid movements 
This is strange, in view of the strong stand taken not 
only by pharmacy, but by Chambers of Commerce 
against these groups. It has been pointed out to me, 
however, that although buy aids can now be recognised, 
they must operate on an open panel and a collection fee 
of 5 per cent. at the most. My informant also tells me 
that as far as he is concerned, to have a buy aid send 
him one cheque covering many accounts on a definite 
day in each month is infinitely better than for him to 
have to try and collect them. His normal losses on 
accounts are apparently more than 5 per cent., and he is 
quite willing to allow this deduction 

But past experience has shown that buy aids do not 
continue in the initial paths they lay down. Sooner or 
later when the amount of business they handle has 
become sufficiently large, they either demand increased 
discounts or sponsor the establishment of a pharmacy 
Of course, the amending Bill makes it necessary for 
51 per cent. of the share capital of a pharmacy to be 
held by a pharmacist. This will be prevented 

It will be interesting to sit back and watch interested 
parties devise methods of getting around this provision 


Annual Reports 


Simultaneously with the consideration of motions, the 
A.G.M. considered the Annual Reports. These give 
accounts of the work of the Society during the year 
preceding, and also of the subsidiary companies, com- 
mittees, etc., and also of the “Pharmaceutical Journal 
of S.A.,” the official organ of the Society. 

For some time past there has been discussion about 
the Editorials written in the Journal. Some members 
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say emphatically that the editorials should reflect the 
policy of the Society. Unfortunately, it is never possible 
to define precisely what is the policy of any society, 
and I for one do not see how it is possible to circum- 
scribe the functions of an editor. My own idea is that an 
editor must take the objective view, whilst the Society 
must state its policy by a news letter or report written 
by its secretary. In a newspaper having a definite 
political complexion it may be different, but in a society 
where the policy laid down may not please all its mem- 
bers, the editor must take an impartial view, must 
comment as an outsider exercising his critical faculties 
to the utmost. 

It seems that many hold the opinion that for a mem- 
ber, let alone an editor, to hold a contrary viewpoint is 
treason, and they cannot understand that a person can 
hold a view contrary to that held by the majority of 
members, yet work towards the attainment of the ob- 
jectives of the organisation. 

The ideals of journalism seem to remain like those 
of the law—a mystery to those outside the field 


“Pharmacy House” 

The set-up of the Society is gradually changing. The 
new Pharmacy House is almost complete, and furnish- 
ing is now going on. A museum and a library are to 
be created and within a few years a self-motivating 
machine will have been created. The lower floor of 
the building is to be converted into a sort of club where 
pharmacists may foregather and entertain 

Pharmacists in South Africa have always jealously 
guarded the ethics of their profession, as witness the 
number of resolutions asking the Pharmacy Board to 
amend ethical rules or asking the Board to take action. 
Advertising has come in for its fair share of attention, 
as has after-hour trading. 

The Society was instructed at the 1955 A.G.M. to 
introduce a by-law restricting the hours of trading by 
chemists. Some difficulty was apparently found in 
bringing this about, since it was referred back to this 
year’s A.G.M. 

The difficulty stems from the impossibility of imposing 
any line of action on the members of a voluntary body, 
and it seems that the only solution to these difficulties 
is the making of membership of the Society compulsory. 
This has been recommended in the past, but to date no 
way has been found of accomplishing it. The Phar- 
macy Board cannot enforce it, and it seems that an 
entirely new Pharmacy Act is necessary. This has 
also been visualised, but there seems no way of bringing 
it about except by introducing a private Bill into Par- 
liament. 

One case of breach of the ethical rules has recently 
been before the Board, in which a chemist was ap- 
parently making up bottles of medicine and tablets, 
supplying them to a doctor, and then obtaining pre- 
scriptions for them as they were handed out to the 
patients. The prescriptions were issued on a Benefit 
Fund and the net result was that the chemist was 
reprimanded and cautioned. In giving its findings the 
Board said, “it wished it known that the kind of ar 
rangement between a chemist and a doctor as revealed 
in the evidence was considered most undesirable.” 


Matriculation 


The President of the Society, in his address, raised 
several points which will be of interest to pharmacy in 
whatever country it is practised. He dwelt at some 
length upon the characteristics of the matriculant of 
this day and age and came to the conclusion that the 
matriculation examination is no longer suitable as a 
basis for entrance to pharmacy. 

Advances in pharmacy during recent years have made 
it necessary for students to begin their professional 
studies with the first year already behind them. But it 
would seem that the character of teaching in schools 
has also changed to a very great extent. It has become 
essential for boys and girls to matriculate, with the net 
result that tuition has become tailored to getting them 


through the examination. The syllabus has become the 
be-all and end-all of teaching and school life has de- 
veloped into one long practice examination 

My own viewpoint is that there are too few born 
teachers, and too many amateur psychologists in the 
teaching profession today 

Dealing with pharmaceutical education, the President 
made one or two very trenchant suggestions. Firstly, 
he suggested that chemists employed in industry boul 
be coaxed on to the staffs of colleges so that pupil 
pharmacists may be taught by those who handle the 
jobs in every-day life. It can be easily imagined that 
a man who spends his time making tablets could impart 
more on that subject than a pure theorist. Secondly, 
he asked that during the College vacations students 
should be absorbed into industry so that they will gain 
experience in several fields and at least, when gradua- 
ted, have some idea of what their professions offer. 

Multiplicity of Products 

One other trenchant point was made in the Presi 
dential address. Mention was made of the present day 
multiplicity of products. No sooner does a new remedy 
appear on the market than a number of flagrant imita 
tions appear. One can understand the introduction of a 
variation, of a purer product, perhaps, but there is no 
forgiving the flagrant cribbing of products which goes 
on. 

Whether in South Africa some means will be found of 
restricting the number of new products I cannot say. 
It is however a fairly simple matter to do this and with 
the establishment last year of the Pharmaceutical Trades 
Council the machinery exists 

It can be argued that no attempt should be made to 
limit private enterprise, and it can also be said that 
many of the copies of proprietary medicines which ap- 
pear are cheaper. Yet many of the proprietary firms 
must feel very chagrined to find that a product, upon 
the development and marketing of which they have 
spent much time and money, is issued In a cheaper 
form soon after its inception

Pharmacy Amendment Act Dropped 

Last time I wrote to you the whole body of South 
African pharmacy was in a keyed-up state, awaiting 
the outcome of the Pharmacy Amendment Act, which 
was to come before the House in the last week of the 
session. 

The Amendment Act had aroused considerable interest 
in the lay press, that worthy body doing its best, in 
search of the fugitive headline, to turn the whole 
affair into a fight between the chemists and the doctors 

As is not unusual in the lay press, the reporters had 
got hold of the wrong end of the stick and made it 
appear as though the chemist was bent on stealing 
the doctors’ birthright Not only that, but the poor 
patient living in the country would find it necessary 
to journey to the nearest town to get his seript dis 
pensed 

The usual battle of paper had already developed, 
and the House of Assembly was being buried undet 
a deluge of telegrams from chemists, doctors and 
patient Members of the House, Ministers and officials 
were al! bombarded but to no avail! 

The last parliamentary session of the year was fast 
running out, and with much other work remaining to 
be done, the Amendment Act was dropped from the 
Agenda 

This has been a tremendous let down for those who 
have worked so hard to attain this objective, but a ray 
of hope still shines—the Bill will appear on the Agenda 
next session. In the interim, the hiatus will, according 
to the Minister of Health, give the two interested parties 
time to make up their differences and come back with 
an Amending Bill satisfactory to all 

Whether such an agreement is possible it is hard 
to say, but in the past it has, according to the S.A 
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Pharmaceutical Journal, not proved possible to get that 
co-operation, nor indeed have the medical professior 
as a whole indicated that they have any sympatt with 
the idea. The Medical Association seems to have taken 
umbrage at the lobbying done by pharmacists, and the 
air is, for the moment, electric 

Perhaps by next year it will have proved possibl 
to earth those electric charges and render the atmo 
sphere neutral 

Medicine Prices 

In the interim, considerable publicity has been given 
to the rising costs of medicine: In some cases chemist 
have been castigated as the cause of these increased 
costs, but in at least one case it has been said that the 
manufacturer is the person who fixes the pric« and 
that in all justice he is entitled to a fair return for 
his expenditure on research, promotion, etc 

No single article or letter to the press has, as yet 
offered any suggestion as to how these rising t 
may be reduced, and indeed there is no way ist 
long as the doctors persist in prescribing these ad L:/ 

It appears that a new type of shot-gun therapy ha 
developed; first try the antibiotics, then the 
drugs, and if these fail send the patient to a specialist 
to be diagnosed 

Dispensing by Doctors 

The immediate past President of the Pharmaceutical 

Society summed up the situation as far as doctors are 


concerned when in his Presidential Address he said, ‘It 
would be interesting to learn by what proce of logic 
the medical profession after the briefest of training 
finds itself fitted to practise dispensing, a subject t 


which the pharmacist must devote five year 

It is perhaps a little more than significant that a 
large proportion of our study in dispensing is devoted 
to incompatibilities 

This is one of those occasions when I feel tempted 


to write, “I couldn't have said it better myself 

A very revealing quote is made in the same issus 
of the S.A. Pharmaceutical Journal which carries the 
foregoing It is from Richard Gordon's “Doctor at 
Sea,” and he says, “We had been obliged to attend a 
course of lectures on pharmacy and dispensing in 


medical school, but these were always held on a Satur 
day morning when most of the students were already 
on their way to the rugger field. For this reason there 
was an informal roster among the class to forge the 
signatures of their companions on the attendance sheet 
As I had attended the greater number of my pharmacy 
lectures by proxy in this way, I felt like a new wife 
in her first kitchen.” 
Marihuana 

The Amending Bill did not, however, limit itself t 
dispensing. Among its other sections, provision wa 
made for the more thorough control of “dagga” or ma: 
huana, for the better disciplining of doctors by the 
Medical Council and for the treatment of drug addict 
Provision is to be made for scientific personne! to be 
able to acquire Schedule 6 drugs, which at present can 
be obtained only on prescription 

These are highly desirable amendments to which no 
one can have objection. To two other provisos ther 
have been objections made. One is to further control 
the sale of poisons, not a whit too soon, as the current 
papers carry the story of a murder trial, using tiopho 
But the farming community buy such substances in 
large quantity, and provision is made so that they can 
still buy through their co-operatives 

Pharmacy Ownership 

The other section provides for a 51 per cent. share 
ownership by a pharmacist in any business operating 
as a retail chemist. This will put paid to the opening 
of chemists’ shops by traders who seek to expand t 
section of their ordinary general dealer’s busin 
My own grocer stocks every conceivable line in phar 
maceuticals, except poisons and prescription only lin« 
These he says I can have, but maybe his son will think 
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it worth qualifying to fill in this deficiency in the 
service they provide 

In these days when it is difficult to distinguish a 
pharmacy from a general store, it is not to be wondered 
at if the public repose the same confidence in each. 
Perhaps the time has come when pharmacists must 
begin to re-educate the public as to the role the phar- 
macist plays, what education he must undergo, what 
his duties and responsibilities are 

Unfortunately it would seem that most of us are shy 
and retiring and are little seen outside our pharmacies 
Only by voluntarily assuming a greater role in public 
affairs, in fact by acting as professional men, will be 
accepted as professional men 

Buying Groups 

The dispute between the various sections of pharmacy 
in South Africa goes on, but it seems that armistice 
is not far off. The biggest Buying Group in the country 
has converted itself into a wholesaler and others are 
following suit. Once these groups do this then the 
charge that their trading methods are in fact a system 
of cutting wholesale prices will fall away, and there 
is nothing to prevent peace from reigning once more 
in the world of pharmacy 

We must wait to see if the other sections will honour 
their commitments. There is a great move to see that 
wholesalers, not only pharmaceutical wholesalers, really 
do trade wholesale 

It will certainly be a great help to pharmacy if 
doctors can buy only at list less 10 per cent., for despite 
the contumely cast upon pharmacy by the Medical 
Proceedings article, many of the doctors operate their 
dispensing services with an eye to profit 

What chemist has not received a phone call from a 
doctor asking the retail price of a proprietary, when 
he is quite aware of what he paid for it? I've heard 
it said by one doctor as justification, “I don’t want to 
undercut the chemist!” 

It is also anticipated that many other avenues of 
sale will be closed, and that nursing homes, Sick Fund 
dispensaries, etc., will not be able to continue enjoying 
the “best possible’ terms which have hitherto been 
granted them 

The realisation of these dreams must await the next 
meeting of the Pharmaceutical Trades Council, which 
so far has never got beyond discussing the trade dispute 

In the meantime the S.A. Retail Chemists’ and Drug- 
gists’ Association continues its campaign against these 
sections which offend it. In a resolution passed at its 
Annual General Meeting it says:— 

“This meeting of the SARCDA 

(i) Affirms the rights of every chemist, alone or in 
joint action, to take such steps as he can to improve 
his purchasing power and his profit margins, and to 
enter into all branches of pharmaceutical activity 

(ii) Rejects the action of the Proprietary and Ethical 
Drug Association and the Wholesale Drug Trade as 
being discriminatory and a diminution of these rights. 

(iii) Demands the substitution of negotiation in place 
of arbitrary unilateral action for the settlement of trade 
disputes 

(iv) Acknowledges the rights of other sections in the 
trade and reaffirms its willingness to negotiate on those 
rights 

The SARCDA says it is not acting in the interests 
of the Buying Groups alone, but for fair play generally, 
and wishes to see the nebulous promises of the other 
sections put into a more concrete form 

The outcome of all this will have to await the next 
meeting of the Trades Council, but it seems to me as 
a mere observer that more progress would be made 
if the representatives of the various sections had man- 
datory power and need not keep referring back to their 
associations for instructions. 

Opposition to Pharmacy Amendment Act 

It is interesting to see an official of a trade union 
leaping into the fight about the Pharmacy Amendment 
Act. The General Secretary of the Garment Workers’ 
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Union says, in a newspaper report, that the proposed 
amendment to prevent doctors dispensing should be 
resisted by all who have the workers’ interests at heart. 

Here is a strange viewpoint indeed, for the members 
of that industry, by operating a Sick Fund, get their 
medicines at below tariff price, as do many other 
industries. In some cases at so large a discount that 
I wonder at my brother chemists dispensing scripts at 
such uneconomic prices. In fact the unions have been 
responsible for the spread of these Sick Funds, and 
have even tried to amalgamate some to get better 
prices. Others have been stimulated to open their own 
dispensaries. 

It would seem that trade union principles are for 
trade unions only and may not be applied to other 
groups. I can just imagine the response if the Phar- 
maceutical Society sponsored a clothing factory to 
provide its members with materials at low prices! 
Come to think of it, it’s not a bad idea? 


Student Conference 

This month the S.A. Pharmacy Students’ Federation 
is meeting in Conference at the coast Comprising 
students in their first year in pharmacy and students 
with their diplomas almost within their grasp, the 
Conference meets to study the problems which confront 
them, even before they become qualified pharmacists. 

Their problems are very real to them, although it 
seems that many of these problems would prove to be 
non-existent if their masters treated them as pupils 
rather than workers and led them carefully through 
the maze. Many of their problems arise simply because 
they are ill informed or left totally ignorant of the 
ideals harboured by master pharmacists 

Much would become clear to them if apprentices 
were compelled to become associates of the professional 
body and encouraged to sit in at meetings. It might 
be a good idea to have one or two special meetings a 
year at which apprentices’ problems could be put on 
the agenda and given a thorough airing 

Few hold this view, however, and I have heard a 
responsible official of a society ask, “What right has 
an apprentice to offer an opinion upon trade matters?” 
The little children should be seen and not heard attitude 
is surely of the past, and it is a signal matter to learn 
in the hard school of experience, but not to let others 
profit by one’s experience is just plain stupid 

The present-day examination system does not find 
favour with apprentices—and if they but knew it with 
examiners also. Somewhere out of the past the students 
have inherited a legacy of suspicion, looking for catches 
and tricks set by the examiners to trip them, and very 
often finding them where they do not exist 

The examination catch is dead, but no one has ever 
bothered to show the average student how an examina- 
tion paper is set and how it is marked 

I sometimes think that there is a lot to be said for 
the old viva-voce examination, and am still of the 
opinion that a lot of failures in the written examination 
could be saved from that failure if only it were possible 
for the examiners to have a quiet chat with the candi 
dates. Some few, however, panic madly in interview, 
and for their sake it has been discarded 

Where a degree is taken the examination is an 
internal one, and the final marks are the resultant of 
those obtained during the year. This not possible 
with an external examination, although I cannot see 
why not. If it were introduced it would mean that 
the student would have a record card, noting his every 
examination mark, his every practical work. Perhaps 
by such a method better results would be obtained, 
since apparently students under the present circum- 
stances take things easy until almost the last month, 
and then attempt to cram a transient knowledge into 
their brain. In this way we create a body of people 


who have passed the examination to become a phar- 
macist, but who will never in a million years be worthy 
of the title —A.L.

NUPSA’S EDUCATIONAL POLICY 


The following is the formal statement of NUPSA’s 
policy on Pharmaceutical Education, appearing in its 
Aims and Objects: “To seek the establishment of uni- 
form conditions relating to the course of study, and 
qualifications for registration as pharmacists through- 
out Australia.” 


To put this into effect a broad policy was laid down, 
and briefly is as follows: 


(1) University Matriculation entrance standard. 


(2) Three years full-time training at a university, ter- 
minating in the degree of Bachelor of Pharmacy. 


(3) During a period to be defined, registration as a 
pharmacist able to conduct a pharmacy, probably 
achieved by the serving of 12 months in a retail phar- 
macy. An exam. would not follow this period. 


(4) Post-graduate courses, possibly terminating in 
the degree of Master of Pharmacy, should be available 
in the fields of hospital, manufacturing, retail or ap- 
plied research 


sefore passing too harsh a criticism upon these ideals, 
let us take a quick glance at the picture of Pharmacy 
that presents itself, firstly, to a student contemplating 
a career in Pharmacy, and secondly, to the newly-quali 
fied who is about to commence his calling. 


The educational prerequisites, courses, and length 
of study differ somewhat in each State. Leaving Cer- 
tificate or its equivalent is required for entrance in 
every State except in Queensland, where the Junior 
Public Certificate suffice Although this standard is 
probably one of the lowest in the world, the majority 
of students who enter Pharmacy possess Senior Public 
Certificates or have attained University Matriculation 
The institutions that provide courses in Pharmacy are 
the Technical Colleges in Queensland and Western Au 
tralia; the Universities in N.S.W. and South Australia, 
and in Victoria the Pharmaceutical Society conduct 
their own College. Tasmania conducts the majority of 
its training at a Technical College and a little at the 
University. Premiums are illegal in Queensland, N.S.W 
and Western Australia, but they are still legal and are 
paid in Victoria to a small extent, also legal but not 
generally enforced in Tasmania and South Australia. 
The length of training varies from three years (two of 
which are spent in part-time study)—as is practised at 
the moment in N.S.W.—three years in Queensland and 
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four years for the remaining States. All study is car- 
ried out concurrently with the apprenticeship. 


The educational prospect that offers itself to a stu- 
dent is rather confusing, and could act as a deterrent, 
especially when he can now take his choice of a clear- 
cut and well-defined course at the University in one 
of many attractive callings. These courses are now 
open to a reasonably intelligent student, who can now 
be helped along by Commonwealth scholarships, etc. 


Now let us consider the possibilities open to the newly 
qualified. Most likely he will be absorbed into Retail 
Pharmacy, where the main percentage of his time will 
be spent in business practice involving ready-prepared 
ethical lines along with other non-pharmaceutical sun- 
dries. If the past few years are any indication of Re- 
tail Pharmacy’s direction, then his ability to compound 
accurate and elegant pharmaceutical products will be 
called on less oat less. His success in the field of Re- 
tail Pharmacy will therefore depend increasingly upon 
his business ability and less upon his technical skill 
and his professional “know-how.” The unfortunate 
trend is therefore to force him into a position of a 
trader of pharmaceutical products with a consequent 
loss of professional status, and leaving him increasingly 
vulnerable to the existing economic fluctuations. Never- 
theless, his impact and influence upon the public is still 
great, and can be in the best interests of public health, 
because of his specialised knowledge, and because of 
his intimate contact with the public. 


To a much smaller degree, the avenues of Hospital 
Pharmacy, with its dispensing, manufacturing and more 
recent sterile sections—of teaching, research and com- 
mercial manufacture, are also open, and as these prac- 
tise pure Pharmacy, then they must grow and pro- 
gress with every advance in modern medicine 


Future Pharmacy, then, presents a rapidly changing 
aspect, and especially to those who stand on _ its 
threshold. It also sounds a warning that we might re- 
model our education so that we can be prepared for 
inevitable future changes. 


If we meet these challenges, then Pharmacy will have 
the chance of being fully reinstated as a profession 


It is clear, then, that present Pharmaceutical Edu 
cation is inconsistent and inadequate to cope with the 
changing face of Pharmacy, and it is in this light that 
we of NUPSA have decided to adopt the above policy. 


We feel that the apprenticeship system, although hav- 
ing fully served its purpose in the past, is now out 
dated, and cannot hope to intsruct young chemist: 
adequately In the average pharmacy, masters for 
the most part simply have not got the time, apparatus, 
and often the knowledge and inclination, to properly 
instruct their apprentices. Clearly, then, the most logi- 
cal teaching institution, that has the faciliti recog 
nition and background to carry our Pharmaceutical 
Education, is the University. Here, while the student 
acquires a high technical skill, he also has the chance 
of mixing with students studying allied and other pro 
fessions, and thereby learning the elements of co-opera- 
tion and understanding of his fellow His whole out 
look is broadened, and a sense of responsibility and 
pride is instilled into him by these ideal surrounding 


The lead has already been established in N.S.W. by 
its far-sighted educationists, and will be implemented 
in the near future. Also other States show signs of 
following along the same lines. The outcome of this 
policy can only be in the best interests of Pharmacy, 
as it will produce a highly qualified graduate, capable 
of competently handling and adapting himself to Phar- 
macy’s many and rapidly changing aspects, and at the 
same time possessing a background that would enable 
him to make a maximum contribution to the society 
in which he lives

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VITAMIN E 
IN MEDICINE 


BUTTURINI U. Treatment of Dupuytren’s 
contracture with a-tocopheryl acetate. 
Minerva. Med. 41, 1235-7 (1950). 

Of 6 cases with Dupuytren’s contracture, 5 
had completely favourable results with reso- 
lution of the fibrosclerotic process, and 1 
case had partial improvement. Treatment 
consisted of oral administration of 100 to 
300 mg. tocopherol daily for 3 to 6 months 
or longer. 
deGRACIANSKY P. and BOULLE S&S. Treat- 
ment of sclerous hypodermitis of the legs 
with tocopherol. Bull. soc. franc, dermatol. 
syphilig. 57, 213-4 (1950). 

Ten of 13 patients treated with vitamin E, 
300 mg. of tocopherol daily for 60 to 100 
days, were definitely improved. Collagenous 
infiltration stopped, ulcers healed, pliability 
of the skin and subcutaneous structures 
returned, and adhesions disappeared. Im- 
provement usually occurred by the 15th day, 
but in some patients 4 to 6 weeks were 
required. Oral administration was preferred 
because intramuscular injection induced un- 
desirable local reactions. 


KESSLER M. M. Vitamin E therapy in 
treatment of myopathies. J. Med. Soc. New 
Jersey 48, 164-5 (1951). 

Traumatic myositis (22 cases) yielded most 

satisfactory results. Improvement occurred 
within one or two days Treatment con- 
sisted of vitamin E applied topically with 
or without diathermy Tenosynovitis (3 
cases) also showed improvement in three 
days. Acute cases of bursitis (3 cases) 
showed prompt reduction of swelling and 
increased range of motion Fibromy ositis 
(28 cases) was favourably influenced by 
tocopherol treatment; spasm and pain were 
reduced, and also time lost from work was 
about halved compared with results of con- 
ventional treatments. Patients with arthritis 
(5 cases) and sciatica (2 cases) were also 
benefited Subsequent experience’ with 
vitamin FE indicated that oral administration 
plus topical application was superior to 
topical treatment alone. 
CRANE J. E. ‘Treatment of multiple scle 
rosis with fat-soluble vitamins, animal fat 
and ammonium chloride. Conn. State Med 
J. 14, 40-1 (1950) 

Administration of 200 mg. tocopherols 
daily, in addition to other fat-soluble vita- 
mins and fat supplements, markedly im- 
proved the condition of 18 of 24 patients 
with multiple sclerosis. Five patients showed 
no improvement, and one became worse

Finance.—-The Hon. Treasurer presented the monthly 
financial statement, and accounts totalling £743/8/9 
were passed for payment 

November Final Examinations.—-A number of appli- 
cations from prospective candidates for permission to 
present themselves for the November Final Examina- 
tion, notwithstanding they had not completed four 
years’ apprenticeship, or had not reached the age of 
21 years, or were carrying single subjects at the Inter- 
mediate Examination, was considered. Applications 
from candidates who had already completed the full 
Intermediate Examination were approved, and those 
dependent upon passing in a single subject, or subjects, 
at the Intermediate Examination were deferred, after 
consideration, as it seemed unlikely that Intermediate 
Examination results would be decided in time to notify 
candidates prior to the Final Examination. Some dis- 
cussion as to the desirability in the interest of the 
candidates of granting permission to proceed to the 
Final Examination conditionally on passing an Inter- 
mediate Examination subject being carried, took place. 


Inspector’s Reports.—-_Mr. Borowski presented reports 
submitted by Inspector Ahern. He said that a con 
siderable amount of investigation work had been done 
in connection with the Proprietary Medicines Act, and 
copies of reports were sent to the Department. Mr 
K. W. R. Plummer would commence duty on August 20. 

The following matters were dealt with specially:— 

Reports of deficiencies in records kept by an elderly 
pharmacist were reported, and it was decided that a 
personal call be made to point out to this chemist the 
necessity of stricter adherence to legal requirements 

Members of the Police Drug Bureau reported serious 
breaches of Regulations by a chemist and indicated 
that legal proceedings would be taken. 

Further proceedings were taken against a chemist 
on August 7 for failing to keep all Dangerous Drugs 
locked up, for omission to cancel prescriptions as 
required by the Regulations, and for failure to label 
poisons displayed for sale. Fines totalling £19 with 
costs £13/7/- were imposed. 

A person who had forged prescriptions for Methe 
drine was brought before the courts on informations 
laid by the police and charged with larceny. A sentence 
of three months imprisonment was suspended upon the 
accused entering into a good behaviour bond for 12 
months. The police did not proceed on the prescription 
forgery charge. 

Allegations that several chemists were breaking the 
Regulations by illegally selling Specified Drugs without 
prescriptions were being investigated. 

Confidential reports regarding the writing of pre 
scriptions by two medical practitioners for the purpose 
of addiction were presented. 

Prosecutions against the proprietor and manager of 
a pharmacy for breaches of the Dangerous Drugs Regu- 
lations reported by the Inspector were authorised 

Registration of Pharmacies as Food Shops.—The Pre- 
sident said that he attended a deputation with the 
President of the Pharmaceutical Society and the Pre. 
sident of the Guild to the Minister of Health on July 26 
concerning the requirement being insisted upon in some 
municipalities that proprietors of pharmacies register 
their premises as food shops under the provisions of 
the Health Acts. He pointed out that pharmaceutical 
chemists were required to register with the Board. He 
suggested that a letter be written to the Minister 
expressing the view that double registration was un 
necessary. The Board agreed to thi

San Francisco has some very fine professional] phar- 
macies, and the usual drug stores where food bars and 
liquor counters are more prominent than dispensing 
department 

The next city visited was Los Angeles. The oppor- 
tunity was taken to have a brief look at Hollywood. He 
described television, as there was a large set in all of 
the rooms of the hotel at which he stayed 

Then came a flight across the United States to New 
York. The first Sunday morning it was snowjng quite 
heavily, and the temperature was 28 deg. There were 
visits to the Empire State Building, United Nations 
Building, Central Park, and other well-known land- 
mark 

Mr. Johnson described some of the drug stores, and 
particularly noted the long hours they operate. Visits 
were also paid to such large pharmaceutical companies 
as Merck, Pfizer, Warner-Chilcott and Burroughs Well- 
come 

Then followed a tour through Atlantic City, Phila- 
delphia, down to Washington, with visits at the latter 
place to the White House, Mt. Vernon, the Capitol and 
the Lincoln Memorial. There was also an opportunity 
for useful discussion with executives of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association 

The trip then continued through Indianapolis (with 
a visit to Eli Lilly), Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland. At 
Detroit he visited the famous Ford plant at River 
Rouge, covering two square miles, and employing over 
60,000 people. There was also a call on Dean Rowe 
of the Schoo] of Pharmacy at Michigan University, Ann 
Arbor 

From Detroit Mr. Johnson flew to Toronto, Canada, 
and managed to have a quick look at the Niagara Falls 
After returning to New York, he flew to London. 

England was obviously a marked contrast to the 
United State and there was still much evidence of 
war damage, particularly surrounding St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral. One most interesting visit was to the British 
Museum, where treasures such as the Rosetta Stone, 
Portland Vase and the Elgin Marbles were seen. 

Calls were made on such well-known companies as 
Sturge, Boots, Evans, Distillers, Allen & Hanbury’s, 
Roche, Burroughs Wellcome, Stafford Allen, and these 
companie like the American ones, were particular] 
generous in conducting Mr. Johnson on tours throug 
their large establishments. 

At the offices of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
sritain, a pleasant discussion took place with the Sec- 
retary, Mr. Adam There was also a visit to the 
National Institute of Medical Research at Mill Hill 

It was possible to tour some of the English and Scot- 
tish countryside, and the talk indicated that visits to 
the Lakes District, Scottish Highlands, Cambridge Uni- 
versity and the counties of Oxfordshire and Kent were 
highlights during the English sojourn. 

After four weeks in England, Mr. Johnson flew to 
Stockholm via Oslo. This was beautiful countryside, 
with many waterways, pine-covered hills and ski jumps 
occasionally visible. The Swedish pharmaceutical in- 
dustry is of a high standard, and some interesting es- 
tablishments were visited. As with the rest of Europe, 
language was not a great difficulty. English is spoken 
by many company executives. 

There was a brief call to the ancient University of 
Uppsala before flying down to Copenhagen. Notice- 
able facets of the Danish way of life were the some- 
what carefree atmosphere, beautiful countryside, the 
open squares in the city, and bicycles everywhere.

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Visits were paid to the Tivoli Gardens, with its many 
open-air restaurants, and to some of the ancient Danis 
castles, such as Elsinore. 

The next port of call was Hamburg, providing the 
first experience of German efficiency and cleanliness. 
The standard of living in this city is quite high, and 
there has apparently been an excellent recovery from 
the war. People are well dressed, shops are well 
stocked, and there is much building activity. The 
main German pharmaceutical industry is situated far- 
ther south. 

A brief visit to Amsterdam provided an opportunity 
for seeing the famous canals and villages where 
national dress is still worn; then down to Brussels in 
Belgium, and on to Paris. 

Apart from the Folies Bergere, Mr. Johnson found 
this city extremely interesting, and paid visits to the 
Eiffel Tower, Notre Dame, the Arc de Triomphe, the 
Louvre and Madelaine Church. Paris is a city of won- 
derful atmosphere, with its splendid boulevards like 
the Champs Elysses and the open Place de la Concord. 
The artistic treasures of the Louvre, such as the Mona 
Lisa, Venus de Milo and the Winged Victory of Sama- 
thrace, were greatly appreciated 

From Paris Mr. Johnson flew to Frankfurt in South- 
ern Germany, and made visits to the pharmaceutical 
companies of Merck at Darmstadt, Hoechst and Boeh- 
ringer of Ingleheim. The latter company provided a 
tour of the Rhine, with visits to the famous Lorelei and 
Wiesbaden; then on to Stuttgart, and Geneva and Basle 
in Switzerland. 

From Geneva it was possible to visit the village of 
Chamonix with an interesting cable car trip to a height 
of 12,000 ft. adjacent to Mont Blanc. A train trip from 
Basle in Switzerland to Milan in Italy enabled the 
famous Swiss scenery to be seen, passing through 
Lucerne, the St. Gotthard tunnel (seven miles long) 
and Lugano. 

The Italian pharmaceutical industry in Milan was 
contacted, then came a bus trip through Italy, calling 
at Venice, Florence and Rome. At each of these places 
the well-known highlights, such as the canals, Michael 
angelo sculpture, Colosseum and other Roman ruins, 
were seen. 

Mr. Johnson returned home at the end of July afte: 
an absence of almost five months. 

At the conclusion of the talk, the President, Mr. A. A 
Russell, expressed the appreciation of the gathering 
for a very interesting hour, and called for acclamation 
as a mark of thanks to the speaker. This was given 
with great enthusiasm.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY 


The Annual General Meeting of the members of 
the Pharmaceutical Society of South Australia was held 
in the Shell Theatrette, Shell House, North terrace, 
Adelaide, on August 13, 1956, at 8 p.m. 

The President welcomed the 90-odd members who 
attended, and quickly dealt with the formal business 
of minutes, accounts and re-election of auditor. 

Mr. Russell’s personal annual report as President 
was read in detail. The following summary includes 
the main points of interest to those who were not 
present. 

Changes in the Council, as previously reported in 
“A.J.P.,” were mentioned together with the re-appoint- 
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ment of office-bearers. Similarly the retirement of 
Miss Story from the office staff was noted. 

He briefly spoke of the recent Conference in Mel- 
bourne and the fact that the next meeting of the 
Pharmaceutical Association will be held in Adelaide. 

Education.—‘‘Supervision was again a considerable 
portion of the Council’s business. Mr. E. F. Lipsham, 
the Senior Lecturer of the Pharmacy Department of 
the University, has kept the Council abreast of all 
matters relating to education, and his reports are a 
feature of every meeting. The course is subject to 
constant review, and is thus kept to the forefront of 
Australian pharmaceutical education, 

The result was most obvious at the recent Melbourne 
Conference when Mr. Lipsham on behalf of South 
Australia opened the discussion on pharmaceutical 
education. Representatives of other States who were 
present were most impressed and paid tribute to the 
South Australian curriculum,” 

Mr. Russell then gave the figures of new enrolments 
and showed that these were being maintained and that 
New Australians have been successful in obtaining 
qualification 

“Members will recall that last year I reported that 
the Council had sought the co-operation of the Students’ 
Association in endeavouring to find a solution of the 
number of first year failures. I can now report that 
the Council has gone further in this matter and reduced 
these failures in 1955: we are sanguine of success with 
those who are repeating subjects from that year. It 
was also worthy to note that all students in the fourth 
and final year in 1955 were successful at either the 
November or February Examinations 

The pressure on the teaching staff in the Pharmacy 
Department has been relieved to some extent by the 
appointment of Mr. R. A. Anderson as lecturer in 
February last. Mr. Anderson was previously a part 
time lecturer. Members will no doubt join with me 
in congratuiating Mr. Anderson on his obtaining one 
of the Pfeiffer Scholarships for 12 months’ study in the 
United States of America. These scholarships have 
been made available to three of the most promising 
young pharmaceutical chemists in Australia 

“Reference to the Education Account which has been 
circulated will show that fees payable by students have 
been increased. This was done after consultation with 
the Pharmacy Board and was a matter of compulsion 
by reason of rising cost However, the fees for the 
full course still compare more than favourably with 
those payable in other States 

“The Pharmacy Department Lecturers co-operated 
with other University staff and carried out demon- 
strations at the Conversazione in August last year. 

“The opportunity is taken here of acknowledging the 
help voluntarily given by Messrs. R. N. Spafford and 
J. Davies in Practical Elementary Pharmacy in an 
honorary capacity during the second term of the present 
academic year.” 

The President then dealt with the revision of A.P.F 
post-graduate talks, Benevolent Fund, Federal Council 
of Societies and Public Relations Secretariat 

Prizes..—‘Miss J. Thomas notified the Council during 
the year that she was prepared to offer a prize for 
the best student in Pharmacology each year for the 
next four years to be known as “The N. H. Tonkin 
Memoria! Prize” in honour of her late flance. The 
Council accepted her offer, and the first of such prizes 
will be given this year Parke, Davis & Company 
Limited has advised that it will be making available 
its usual prize again this year. The Patterson and 
Kodak Prizes continue to be given under the same 
conditions as before. The Council appreciates these 
gestures which are made as an inducement to students 
and a reward for effort to those who are successful.” 

Gifts to the Pharmacy Department were then again 
acknowledged from Mrs. D. Thomas, Messrs. J. New- 
berry, Stott, J. Tapping and P. Ball. Mention was also 
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made of the activities of the Advisory Committee and 
the increase in price of “A.J.P.” to the Society 

Social functions—dinner dance, golf day—-and the 
questionnaire sent to members regarding this type ol 
unction received consideration before passing on to 
the complimentary dinner to newly-qualified members 
and the gradual increase in the nominal rol! of the 
Society as a whole. 

“You will notice from your agenda that later on in 
the meeting a motion for alteration of rules regarding 
members who have retired from active participation 
in the profession is to be considered. This is the result 
of serious consideration given by your Council to pro 
vision for retired members of many years’ standing 
being kept in touch with their profession, and it will 
be dealt with further when the motion is submitted.” 


Alteration of Rules 

At the conclusion of the President's report the two 
notices of motion on the agenda were passed without 
comment. They were: 

(a) By inserting a new clause (t) under Subsection 
(2) of Rule 16— 

“To remit the Annual Subscription due by any 
member who shall, through advanced age, discontinue 
to practise his profession: provided that such remis- 
sion shall be reviewed annually.” 

(b) By deleting the words “15/- per annum” and 
substituting therefor the words “such amount decided 
by the Council from time to time.”

POISONS (AMENDMENT) ACT 1956 
The Under-Secretary, Department of Public Health, 
advises that this Act has now become effective, and its 
provisions are as follow 

(a) Section 11 of the Poisons Act 1952 has been 
amended so as to provide that the container in 
which a poison is sold need only bear the name 
and address of the seller when the sale is by 
retail 

(b) Section 2 (1) (d) has been amended so as to do 
away with the necessity for an order in writing 
signed by the purchaser, in relation to the sale 
of poison by wholesale dealers in the ordinary 
course of wholesale dealing 

(c) Section 21 (4) has been amended so as to do away 
with the keeping of a special record of the sale 
of First Part, Schedule One, poisons by wholesale 
dealers in the ordinary course of wholesale deal- 
ing 

MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS AMENDMENT BILL 


The Minister for Health, Mr. W. F. Sheahan, said in 
the Legislative Assembly on July 31, when speaking 
on the second reading of the Medical Practitioners 
Amendment Bill, that the Bill aimed to suppress frau- 
dulent practices by charlatan

Opening the meeting, the President, Mr. J. R. Porges, 
welcomed zone members and also the Sydney visitor 
Mr. Pinerua and Mr. Conolly. Mr. Porges then call 
on Mr. Pinerua to address the meeting 

Mr. Pinerua said he proposed to elucidate some points 
regarding the new Poisons Regulations which came 
into force on July 1. It was difficult to know where 
to begin, but he would commence by giving a general 
outline and then questions and answers. The Regula- 
tions were published in the Gazette on March 23. A 
new Poisons List had been developed by the Poisons 
Advisory Committee and copies were available for 
perusal. The Poisons List was divided into three 
schedules and Schedule 1 into 3 parts. Schedule 3 con- 
tained the restricted drugs, which were available upon 
the prescription of a doctor. However, some of the re- 
stricted drugs could be prescemen in limited quanti- 
ties by dentists. Schedule 1 poisons could be sold by 
chemists and licensed poison holders only. There was 
a new requirement, the witness’ address must be shown 
in the Poisons Book. With Schedule 1, Part 1, Poisons, 
the label must bear the word “Poison” in six-point 
type. Part 2 of Schedule 1 contains the less poisonous 
substances. They could be sold by chemists and 
licensed poison dealers, no book entry being required. 
The poisonous substances must be kept separate from 
foodstuffs and must be properly labelled. Part 3 of 
Schedule 1 contains the cautionary drugs. Special label- 
ling requirements operated for cautionary drugs. The 
antihistamines had been transferred from the restricted 
drug section to the cautionary drug section. “You can 
now sell antihistamines to the public.” 

Next is Schedule 2—less poisonous substances. They 
can be sold generally unless mixed with a poison or 
restricted drug. 

Restricted Drugs.—The regulations have been tight- 
ened up, and this will affect wholesale firms who sell 
direct to the public at the wholesale price. All the anti- 
biotics and cortisones are listed. Restricted drugs must 
bear a label “To be used by the patient only and strictly 
as prescribed.” 

The Guild is preparing a book known as a “Guide 
to the Poisons Schedules.” It shows every new pro- 
rietary which comes under the Poisons Act and Regu- 
ations 

Mr. Conolly then handed round galley proofs of the 
“Guide to the Poisons Schedules.”

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ability and willingness to sell down to a cut- 
throat price. 

(i) The introduction 54 years ago of Pharmaceutical 
Benefits throughout the Commonwealth by the 
Federal Government, followed some time later 
by the Pensioner Pharmaceutical Service. 

(j) This brought about a complete change in phar- 
macy’s life. No longer was the pharmaceutical 
chemist a free lance; overnight he became a regi- 
mented person. 

I made this perfectly clear to you all in my presi- 
dential address in August, 1954. Your best customer 
is now your toughest customer. 

The Guild was formed some 28 years ago, and is a 
union of employers registered under the Commonwealth 
Conciliation and Arbitration Act of Australia, and each 
State Branch under the appropriate State Industrial 
Arbitration Act. 

The first plank of its platform is: To represent and/ 
or protect its members in all industrial matters; and, 
inter alia, to carry out such other objects, within lawful 
limits, as the Guild may from time to time determine. 

To preserve or better the rights of members; gener- 
ally to do anything which may be considered conducive 
to the welfare of its members, and for the general good 
of the community. 

The Guild was created and set up for one purpose 
and one purpose only—that is, the protection and bet- 
terment of its members, and is based on the principle 
of the sovereign equality of all its members 

All members of the Guild shall act in accordance 
with the following principles: 

(1) They shall fulfil in good faith the obligation as- 
sumed by them in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion and decisions of the State Branch Commit- 
tee or Federal Council 

(2) They shall give the State Branch Committee or 
the Federal Council, as the case may be, every 
assistance in any action it takes in accordance 
with the Constitution, and shall refrain from giv- 
ing assistance to any person or company against 
which the State Branch Committee, or Federal 
Council, is taking preventive or enforcement 
action. 

The Guild shall ensure that all its members act in 
accordance with the above principles so far as may be 
necessary for the maintenance of principles; of prices; 
of terms and conditions under which pharmacists are 
called upon to work. All members shall agree to ac- 
cept and to carry out the decisions of the State Branch 
Committee and of the Federal Council 

Under the National Health Act of Australia the 
agreement is between the Federated Pharmaceutical 
Service Guild of Australia and the Commonwealth of 
Australia. The same applies to the agreement for Re- 
patriation dispensing. Under these agreements the 

terms, rates of payment and conditions of service are 
all laid down. There is absolutely no departure what- 
soever allowed, nor any cutting of price, from any part 
of either of these contracts, whether it be by a Guild 
member, a company pharmacy, a friendly society or 
anybody else; therefore, every approved pharmaceu- 
tical chemist in Australia is regimented to work and to 
be paid under the terms agreed to between the Guild 
and the Federal Government. This constitutes about 
30% of an average pharmacist’s turnover 


The Inevitability of Planning 
The planned State is today an irrevocable reality in 
modern society—far more so than many would admit. 
Every modern State exercises a multitude of supervis- 
ing. regulating and managing activities, which no mod- 
era Government, whatever its political colour, could 
afford to drop. The issue is no longer whether to plan 
cr not to plan, but how to plan

Branch Committee, or the Federal Council, which in 
turn consists of two State Branch Committeemen from 
each State. The “set-up and know-how” to negotiate 
with the Government, manufacturers, wholesalers, 
agents and others, has been developed over the years. 
No single member of the Guild anywhere in Australia 
could possibly fend for himself today; he would be 
ground to dust in quick time. He has no accurate and 
definite information in front of, or available to, him, 
of costs, price structure, and the numerous other essen- 
tials that are necessary in order to be able to negotiate 
successfully. One very recent instance should suffice 
to make this point perfectly clear. A well-known manu- 
facturer, renowned for the past forty years as being 
a low-profit firm, said this within the past few weeks: 
“Well, we wiil not agree to your price structure and 
we have plenty of money and are willing and prepared 
to fight.” You surely do not need any further convinc- 
ing that when we recommend you through the Bulletin 
or Gilseal News to do certain things, and take certain 
actions, in regard to products and firms, or with regard 
to prices, or any other matter, as it is never advisable 
to publish the whole background of the negotiations, 
and for very obvious reasons, it is most unwise to 
publish either the Committee’s reasons for doing a cer- 
tain thing or recommending a certain course. Then 
for your self-protection it is expected that you will 
follow out our recommendations. It takes the State 
Branch Committee and the Federal Council all its time 
to get the best possible terms or make the best pos- 
sible “deal” on your behalf, and that is with all the 
relevant facts and figures before them. 

In obtaining these we send out surveys, employ cost 
accountants, clerks, actuaries, barristers and others, to 
obtain a properly prepared case for presentation, so it 
is perfectly easy to see what chance the ordinary mem- 
ber would have to negotiate on his own behalf and that 
is precisely “no chance.” 


Planned Action 

In short, planned action by the Guild means an inter- 
ference predictable in general outline, but not always 
in detail, according to a regulated procedure, as com- 
pared with the hazards of economic competition, which 
exposes the weaker to unpredictable action by the 
stronger, without compensation. The transfer of such 
actions from the members to the Committee does not 
weaken the members’ position, but strengthens it to- 
gether with strengthening the influence of the Guild, 
and is for the general betterment of all its members. 

I might conclude by quoting an eminent English 
judge, Sir Cecil Carr, who has formulated the problem 
as follows:—“We can trust a committee of judges and 
legal practitioners to make rules of Court. We can 
trust some recognised organisation with proper academic 
and professional qualifications to say what is proper for 
its members. We ought to be able to trust expert ad- 
ministrators, if the elected representatives can control 
the members, to work out and implement a policy 
which the Committee has adopted and prescribed,” and 
this you can surely do.

We are going 
to clear up some local business first.” 

Mr. Winterton thanked those present for the wel- 
come. 

Mr. Lew Thomas then read the minutes of the last 
zone meeting, which were adopted. 

Mr. Frith said that at the zone annual meeting it 
was customary to have the chairman’s address. He 
would combine it with the correspondence. treating 
matters as they came to hand.

“This was an idea of mine to have a democratic ap- 
proach to the Association. It is an internal matter. 

“An outstanding example is the matter of the dis- 
pensing fee on ethicals, 1/- in N.S.W., 2/6 elsewhere. 

This part of the State is not happy with the dispensing 
fee. Now you must discuss my report.” 

Mr. Bert Brand: “I move that correspondence be re- 
ceived. I am sure Mr. Smith will tell us why the dis- 
pensing fee is 1/- in N.S.W. and 2/6 elsewhere.” 

Mr. Spillane :“I thank Harold for his lengthy report 
put before the meeting. It is the best review we nave 
ever had. Congratulations to Harold.” 

Mr. J. C. Lane: “I support those remarks. It makes 
my heart warm. I am proud my judgment was not 
wrong in nominating Harold as President of the zone 
last year.”

Mr. Brand: “Polls are excellent. I can’t see any- 
thing wrong with a Gallup Poll. I am against the 
motion.” 

Mr. Forsyth suggested adding to his motion where 
after consultation with the State Branch Committee 
a poll be taken. 

Mr. Smith: “It is not within the province of the zone 
to take a poll on a matter of high policy. We have to 
advise on intricate matters, Mr. K. E. Thomas, Norman 
Keith, Victoria; the Bureau of Statistics, with Mr. L. J. 
Thompson as chairman. I would not oppose polls gen- 
erally, but on questions of high policy.” 

Mr. Forsyth withdrew his motion, and it was re- 
solved on the motion of Mr. Bert Brand, seconded by 
Mr. Doug Ada, that it be a recommendation to State 
and Federal bodies to take polls for information pur- 
poses where necessary. 

At this point the meeting adjourned for lunch.

“Now we come to general business,” said Mr. Frith,

Veterinary Price List and Margins 

Mr. Arthur Brand said: “The Guild should keep in 
mind we want 50% on veterinary lines. We should 
recommend the per cent. be made 50 to sell these things. 
I mean veterinary lines, not rural lines.” 

Mr. Smith: “Is it agreed that veterinary lines are an 
important part of your business? I note there are two 
compartments, veterinary lines and rural lines; how 
would you distinguish them?” 

Mr. Arthur Brand: “We are interested in the sale of 
veterinary medicines. A rural line would not neces- 
sarily be a chemist’s line.” 

Mr. Forsyth: “A veterinary list is needed. The zone 
should draw up a list. We should look into I.C.I. lines.” 

Mr. Frith: “The problem of the prescription angle 
is important. How can we get lines for ourselves? They 
are sold by butter factories, co-ops., etc.” 


Committee to Draw Up Veterinary List 

Messrs. Lockett, Brand and Stephens were appointed 
a committee to draw up a list of veterinary lines and 
rural lines. 

Mr. Winterton referred to the regulations under the 
Poisons Act concerning sale of veterinary products. 

Mr. Frith then asked Mr. Winterton to address the 
meeting. 

Mr. Winterton said: “Our interest in country visits 
is to give you sore idea of what the Society is doing 
these days. Our membership is now around the 2500 
mark. It is our duty to look after our members from 
the apprenticeship stage to their master pharmacist- 
ship. 

We were recently concerned about the overcrowding 
at the University, and we interviewed the Vice-Chan- 
cellor. Next year there will be 350 in Mat. Med., and 
it will be difficult for the teaching staff to cope with 
that number with existing facilities, although the staff 
say that they can.

PHARMACY AT LARGE 


“Obliged to Attend a Course of Lectures on Pharmacy 
and Dispensing” 

I saw that prescribing was going to be more difficult 
than in general practice, where I scribbled a prescrip 
tion on my pad, and the patient took it to the chemist, 
who deciphered my writing and slickly made up the 
medicine. We had been obliged to attend a course of 
lectures on pharmacy and dispensing in medical school, 
but these were always held on a Saturday morning, 
when most of the students were already on their way 
to the Rugger field. For this reason there was an in 
formal roster among the class to forge the signatures 
of their companions on the attendance sheet. As I had 
attended the greater number of my pharmacy lecture 
by proxy in this way, I felt like a new wife in her first 
kitchen. I picked up one or two bottles hopefully, and 
I was delighted to find that my predecessor, Dr. Flower 
day, had his pharmacy lectures on Saturday morning: 
also. On the back of each bottle was a small labe! 
bearing in shaky handwriting guidance such as “Good 
for diarrhoea” or “This mined with Tinct. Ipecac. seem: 
all right for colds” or “Apparently inert.” There also 
was a sheet on cardboard on which Dr. Flowerday had 
written in Portuguese, Spanish, French and Hindustan: 
translations of three questions which he seemed to find 
adequate for investigating his patients. “Have you a 
cough?” I found an old pair of pharmacists’ scales and 
a glass graduated in drachms and started to make up 
the Captain's medicine. The first one turned into a 


pink putty, and was abandoned (it later came in useful 
for minor injections of the crew’s feet). The second 
tasted strongly of peppermint, but seemed adequate. I 
corked it and carried it up to the Captain’s cabin.—

THREAT FROM HEALTH CENTRES 


The likelihood of more health centres in the near 
future, unfortunately, is being dismissed too easily in 
retail pharmaceutical circles. This is partly due to one 
of the last pronouncements made by the former 
Minister of Health. In opening a new health centre 
in Essex he certainly forecast no “immediate expan- 
ion” in this part of the National Health Service. Yet 
he expressed the hope that there would be more experi- 
ments of this kind as time went on in different parts 
of the country. Should this come about, it would only 
be “because local people wanted them.” 

A realistic reading of Mr, Macleod’s observations 
gives us no cause for complacency, particularly if we 
realise the significance of the last few words quoted 
above. Local agitation for pharmacy departments in 
health centres can be met by local chemists providing 
the best possible service to the public. The public 
will only press for a change if they are dissatisfied 
with the present service. 

It is the policy of whatever Minister of Health 
happens to be in charge of the National Health Service 
that there shall be health centres. In this he is only 
following the instructions set out in the 1948 Act. But 
many objections can be raised against including in 
them a pharmaceutical department, and this is where 
much can be done by the local executive council 
and pharmaceutical committee in making their views 
known to their local county councils. Liaison between 
these local bodies on any matters concerned with the 
pharmaceutical service provided under the 1948 Act 
is essential, and should become a regular practice. 

In fact, the county council should be encouraged 
to consult the local pharmaceutical committee, either 
direct or through the executive council, on all pharma- 
ceutical service matters. It is only in this way that 
the views of local chemist-contractors can be regularly 
offered and given. The intention of a local authority 
to include a pharmaceutical department in a new health 
centre can be dealt with in the very early stages. 

Such co-operation has already proved its worth. In 
one instance, the early efforts of a local pharmaceutical 
committee avoided the ultimate inclusion of a phar- 
maceutical department in a new health centre, while 
a similar attempt in another part of the United Kingdom 
failed because local pharmaceutical interests made 
their protests too late 

Another important factor to keep in mind is the new 
series of rating valuations due to operate from April 1. 
From these it is certain that local authorities will have 
more money to spend. It is equally certain that most 
of this money Will come from the pockets of the un- 
fortunate shop-keepers. 

New health centres may well, therefore, begin to 
appear on future estimates of local authorities, and in 
the meantime we would advise our readers to examine 
the first of two articles on “Health Centre Pharmacy” 
which appears in this issue.
